Our advices from this port extend to the 28th May. The 
English mail of 26th March had arrived out, and telegraphic 
news had been received up to 17th April. 

Another great stride has been made towards the entire free- 
dom of the people of Japan, the Government having publicly 
proclaimed that the restrictions which hitherto prevented the 
Japanese from visiting other countries are now entirely with- 
drawn. 

‘The following is a translation of the edict :-— 

“Persons wishing to go in future to any of the. various 
countries beyond the sea, for the purpose of learning any 
science or art, or for objects of trade, will receive permission 
fromthe Government on making application to this effect. 

“The Government will, upon examination, grant o permit, 
with seal attached, to any such person. Let, therefore, the 
application be made out, giving the name of the petitioner, and 
stating clearly how he wishes to. proceed, for what object, and 
to what’ country he intends to go. Retainers of Daimios and 
‘Hatamétos should make their application through their master. 
Peasants and citizens through the governor or rent collector of 
their place, or through the lord of the domain, to the proper 
department. In case any person should go abroad secretly 
without a passport, he shall be severely punished. Therefore 
let everybody understand and observe this regulation. 

The above decree having been isgued, it is to be circulated 
and made known to everyone, even to the ordinary people, in 
order that such as wish to go may make their application— 
May 23rd, 1866, 

On Thursday, the 17th May, at 8 a.m., the first division of 
the 22nd Regiment embarked on board H.M.’s transport Adven- 


| gure, and at noon the vessel steamed from the anchorage, bound 


for Hong Kong. The Japan Herald says:—The 22nd Regiment 
has now left the shores of Japan, and has taken its route for 
Hong Kong, in as fine condition of ,health and efficiency as did 
any regiment ever quit “ Old England.” . The men. who came 
up,from Kowloon nearly two years ago pale, worn and half dessi- 
cated, have carried hence such an amount of health and vigour 
as would, we think, quickly decide the home authorities as to 
where they should keep their soldiers in this part of the world, 
could they but see thém. In the interests of commerce, it 
is necessary that forces be retained in China and Japan; 
for the instant the rulers of either country saw them depart 
they would infallibly resume their obstructions, and all their 
pent-up animosities would burst into activity. But we do not 
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see any real necessity for keeping the bulk.of the European 
troops at Hong Kong. Head-quarters, of course, must be there ; 
first, as it is our own colony ; and secondly, orders from home 
reach it days before they could reach Japan, and it has a centre 
to which all information and from which all orders would 
naturally radiate, But if a garrison mainly composed of Indian 
troops were ‘kept there,-almost the whole of the European 
soldiers might remain in Japan, to their great advantage and. 
the saving of valuable men and consequently large sums 
of money to tho country. It has been a great thing-for 
the 2nd 22nd to be able to drill on almost every 
day of the year and to have barracks on a hill overhanging 
the sea. The men have had every possible advantage—a 
healthy locality, fine sea bathing, a beautiful country to recre- 
ate themselves in when off duty. The Commandant has been 
fortunate enough to see his men in ‘the main exceedingly well 
eonducted, and fraternising with the kind-hearted sociable 
people amongst whom they moved. He hes kept them in such 
@ state of discipline that, although it is true, both officers and 
men wished parades were less frequent, it was a great pleasure 
for practised eyes to see them go through their mancuvres on 
@ field day ; andZhe has been enabled to keep them in wind 
and feckle, by weekly marches, sham fights, &., in a manner 
that would hardly be attempted even at home. On the whole, 
we doubt if there bo any station in the world more favourable 
for troops, than Yukuhama, and {we have very slroug hopes 
that the British Government will make it, notsimply a sanitarium 
but the garrison for European troops in the China command, 
The colonel and officers of the 9th seem determined that wo 
shall miss their predecessors as little as possible. Already the 
band has been promised for every Thursday afternoon, From 
the performances we have heard, we are disposed to think 
highly of the band. A question arises in our minds on seeing 
those who come down from the Bluff for our amusement ex- 
posed to the inconvenience of sun or rain, as the caso may be, 
whether a band-stand might not be provided for then? A 
few hundred dollars would procure a very substantial one, and 
it might be so built as to be a very slight obstruction on the 
Bund. If it were ‘raised so that pedestrians could walk 
beneath it, every advantage would be gained. 

The Queen’s birthday, unfortunately for the good intentions 
of the lieges resident in Yokohama, was one of the most bois- 
terous days of the scason. The early morning was gloomy 
enough, and the overcast sky gave promise of the rain that 
begun to fall about cight o'clock and continued until well on 
into;the afternoon, whilst{the wind gradually rose, until at.mid- 
day it blew aperfect gale. The consequence was that the mili- 
tary parade on the Bund and the regatta were postponed. In 
the evening, however, all bad cleared up, and a most brilliant 
moon shone resplendently in the cloudless and starlit sky. The 
guests, therefore, received by Lady Parkes “At home” wero 
very numerous, and all were charmed with the excellent ar- 
rangements for their comfort and enjoyment. The whole of 
the diplomatic corps and the elite of Yokohama socicty were 
present. The grounds were illuminated, but, we believe, the 
bad weather of the earlier portion of the day interfered with 
some of tho outdoor plans. Dancing was kept up until about 
one o'clock with great spirit to the irresistible music of the band 
of the 9th Regiment. 

The regatta came off on the following day. The captain and 
officers of 4H.M.S, Pelorus very kindly invited most of the 
residents of Yokohama to a déjeuner on board, and to wit- 
ness the regatta got up privately amongst themselves. Tho 
regatta itself had comparatively little interest for shoregoing 
people, as the racing was limited to so few boats, the ma- 
jority of those being heavy ships’ boats. The scene on board, 
however, was very animated and beautiful, and the hospitality 
of Captain Haswell and the officers such as merits the most 
hearty acknowledgments of all who shared it, The band of 
H.M.'s 9th Regiment was present, and after justice had been 
done to the collation, dancing commenced and continued until 
the day drew near its close, 

In the diplomatic world, says the Japan Herald, thero is 
nothing to report; and the ouly item of Japanese news is to 
the effect that it is generally understood that Choshiu has re- 
jected the Tycoon’s terms, and the arbitration of the sword 
Scems alone to be expected. Satsuma, it is believed, sympathises 
with Choshiu, and openly declares that were the quarrel simply 
between the Tycoon and Choshiu, he would assist the latter— 
but the Tycoon acting only as the generalissimo of the Mikado, 
he will not oppose. Whether he {will actively assist him is 
doubtful,

Municipal affairs are for the moment at a standstill. The 
first year has come"to1a-close, and an election has taken place 
for members to serve in the Council for the coming twelve 
months. The changes in the component teaembers are more 
numerous than might have anticipated, and do not,.it is said, 
show that discrimination in the body of land-renters for which 
they were given-credit. >Sonte of.the hardest working men are- 
left out of the new Council; we ean only hope good men have: 
been found to replace them. 

‘The revision of the Tariff is almost completed upon the basis 
proposed by the Chamber of Commerce, with very slight altera— 
tions. In other respects, the Japan Times remarks, the aspect 
of commercial affairs is unsatisfactory. “ We have to note the: 
continued depression of our markets for imports, and the almost, 
total cessation of business in silk. The high value of the dollar- 

‘and arrivals of large consignments of Manchester goods have 
driven down prices to ‘a point-at which it.is impossible to sell. 
without loss, ‘and, even at such rates, buyers are not to befound 
among the natives, As for our chief export staple, the news 
from home being more gloomy-than ever, the probability of a 
European crop of from 30-to 50 per cent. larger than last 
year’s being reported from Italy—and it being certain that con- 
sumers in Europe are beginning to reduce their purchases of 
manufactured goods, in consequence of their enhanced prico— 
these causes combine to make it unsafe to pay anything 
better than the equivalent of 30s. for best: Mybash, a figure 
which no Japanese dealer will yet concede. Some Silk has 
been settled, however, but we look for six or eight weeks of 
comparative inaction,fespecially as the new crop is likely to 
be somewhat late.” 

Another disturbance between foreigners and natives had taken 
place which might have led to most serious results. A number 
of Japanese sailors belonging to the /usi-yuma, Japanese man- 
of-war,§were ashore “ on the burst” before putting to sea. At 
Yoshiwarra they were becoming somewhat noisy and uproari- 
ous, when a foreigner—we believe, a sergeant of police, quictly 
interfered to induce them to be less boisterous. They became 
indignant at being interfered with. He explained that he was 
a Yakonin, and it was his duty to see that the peace was not 
disturbed. They told him to mind his own (the foreign) settle- 
ment, They were in the Japanese town and had their own 
officers to answer to if they did wrong ; and one, not unsheath- 
ing his sword, but drawing sword, sheath and all out of his 
waistband, said if the foreigner touched one of them he would 
knock him down. A number of soldiers came up at the mo- 
ment and appeased the Japanese, and the affair fortunately 
ended quietly. 

The Challenger, arrived from London on the 15th May, reports 
having had a very severe hurricane in lat. 18° S.{lon. 172° E. 
Had to cut away mizen mast and fore and main top-gallant- 
masts, and sustained considerable other damage. 

An infantry rifle corps has been organised, with every pro- 
spect of success, and on such a footing as will enable all classes 
of the comraunity to take part in the movement, The mounted 
corps already established has, of course, absorbed all the more 
wealthy residents ; the infantry corps will be, for the most part, 
composed of men whose means will not allow of a large expen- 
diture, or of keeping a pony, a fact which would have prevented 
them from hitherto joining the mounted volunteers. The corps 
is formed, too, of very different stuff than usual. We have first 
on the list the officer who has raised it, who has for years been 
intimately connected with many metropolitan corps at bome. 
and whose services to the volunteer force and Wimbledon Rifle 
Association have been gratefully acknowledged by Lords Elcho: 
and Bury, Next comes the late Sergeant-major of the 20th 
Regiment, who, with two sergeants, a corporal, and twenty rank 
and file, all of whom have been but recently discharged 
from the 20th, compose the “old soldier” part of the 
corps. Our readers will agree with us in our remark that no 
volunteer rifles in the East have ever had such a foundation to 
build on, Then follow the names of twenty or thirty gentle- 
men, residents in this place, nearly all of whom have served in 
infantry corps in Groat Britain, and consequently must need 
but little training to render them efficient. In fact, the preli- 
minary parts of the exercise, which are so irksome and un- 
pleasant, need only occupy a very small portion of time—merely 
enough, in fact, to bring up any who have in any particular 
forgotten it and the instructors may pass almost immediatel, 
to the more interesting and advanced stages, Tho first parad-: 
of the corps took place at the lot in rear of No. 1, The muster 





was excessively good, considering that it was their first appear- 
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ance, and the steadiness and attention of all gentlemen in the 
ranks must be very encouraging to the originators of the corps. 
After drilling for some time in the plot, the company was 
marched on to the bund and learnt several movements on the 
march. They then returned, and having taken up their rifles, 
marched with them to the armoury ,where;they} were dis- 
missed. 

The gale of the 24th May, which, as mentioned abovo, greatly 
interfered with the festivities held in honour of the Queen’s 
birthday, was very violent, but docs not appear to have caused 
any loss of life, A boat from one of the French men-of-war, 
the Primauguet, which attempted to make the shore, was driven 
over towards Kanagawa, about a milc-and-a-half out of her 
course. Two large boats from H.M.S. Argus were sent to its 
assistance, but the force of the gale increased and, in spite of 
all the efforts of the large crews which manned them, these 
boats found it impossible to return without assistance. They 
accordingly anchored ; more help was despatched to them, and 
finally the curious spectacle was seen of the boats being drawn 
back to their ships by means of ropes more than a milo in 
length. In the evening, most fortunately, the weather changed 
—the storm passed anda dead calm succeeded to its fury. 

NAGASAKI 

Our dates from this port are to the 7th June. Thcro was 
no political or other news of importance. Nagasaki is rapidly 
getting up a name for being one of the most festive parts in 
the East. Almost every letter which we receive brings a 
description of some sports or festivities, got up on the slightest 
possible provocation, but with a heartiness and complete- 
ness which speak volumes for the bracing effect of the 
Nagasaki climate and the gevial disposition of its residents. 
Such an occasion as the Queen’s birthday could of course 
not be allowed to pass, although the absence of H.B.M. 
Consul was a disappointment, as a ball had been spoken 
of in connection with his namo. Early in the morning 
the four Russian men-of-war in port, tho Askald, Vuriug, 
Jsoumroud, and Sobol, as well as H.M.’s ships Scylla and 
Cormorant, were gaily dressed with flags ; and at noon a royal 
salute was fired from the Askald, Vuriag, and Scylla, In the 
evening H.M. Acting Consul entertaived the Russian Admiral 
and the captains and officers of the Russian and English men- 
of-war, the foreign Consuls, and several of the residents to dinner, 
the band of H.ILRM, ship Variag being in attendance. Im- 
mediately after dinner dancing was bogun and kept up till alate 
hour. The Consulate buildings and the gardens were illuminated 
with a brilliance and good taste which did infinite credit to 
Mr. Lowder, who had undertaken the arrangements, Altogether 
the illumination was voted the best, and the festival one of tho 
most joyous, that had taken place at Nagasaki. 








CHINA, 
TIEN-TSIN, 

At Tien-tsin all is quiet, and nothing occurred to mar the 
success of the spring race meeting, which forms the only inte- 
resting item of news. The following is a summary :-—

NEWCHWANG. 

Under the date of 4th May, a correspondent gives the fol- 
lowing particulars of the late disturbances at Newchwang :— 

“On the 25th ult. I noticed an armed body of Europeans, to 
the number of 50 odd, consisting principally of Swedes, Hol- 
landers, and a few Manilamen, the latter each having a chopper, 
aud carrying between them ropes and ladders for scaling purposes, 
collected from the several vessels in port for which Mr. Knight 
acts as Consul. These were headed by Mr. Knight, and accom- 
panied by Mr, Commissioner of Customs A. Macpherson. On ar- 
rivingat the place where they bad been fired at previously, theorder 
was given tolevel it tothe ground,and after a few hours’ work this 
was effected, One poor fellow, an Englishman, whilst in the act of 
demolishing a door with the butt of his musket, exploded his 
piece the ball passing through both his thighs, and smashing 
the bone of one leg. His leg will have to be amputated. 
After demolishing the house, the company, commanded by 
Mr. Knight marched back to the settlement, and for a few days 
we thought all was settled, when in came, on the 28th ult., news 
that the robbers I before mentioned had captured the district 
city of Newchwang, distant from us about 30 miles English. 

‘The Chinese merchants, on hearing this, immediately formed 
a defence committee, who quickly collected all the coolies, 
thieves, boatmen, loafers, &c. that could be found in and 
around the settlement, to the number of 3,000 odd. The 
authorities, not having any guns or muskets, except a few rusty 
uselessZold three-pounders, decided to arm some of these 3,000 
with a bamboo, about 20 feet long, into the end of which was 
inserted a bran new three-inch nail. 

About midnight of the 30th ult. we were all roused out of 
our beds by cries and yelling that the robbers had come, and 
were attacking the Chinese part of the town. It being pitch 
dark, and no one seeming to know what tho noise all meant, 
the §feraales were carried on board one of the pilot boats that 
happened to be up the river that night, and remained on board 
till the following morning, when things being tolerably quiet, 
and there not being any apparent immediate danger of attack 
from tie robbers, they returned to their horaes. 

‘Lue same day the British Consul called a meeting to ascer- 
tain, in the event of the robbers attacking the settlement, whom 
he could rely on to defend the Consulate, when it turned out 
that only seven persons appeared willing to take their chance 
with him (the Consul) at the Consulate; and as he said it 
would be useiess to attempt to fight with so small a muster of 
Furopeans, the meeting was dissolved, everyone being at 
liberty to shitt for himself, 

SHANGHAT. 

Dates are down to the 7th of June. The P. and O. mail of 
the 1Uth of April arrived out on the 24th of May, and French 
mail of the 17th on the 2nd of June. Telegrams had becn 
received up to the 10th of May announcing the failure of 
Overend, Gurney, and Co, and the German war, Business was 
quite at a stand in consequence. In another column it will be 
seen thet telegrams have been received from Shanghai to 
the 27th of June. Telegrams to the 25th May had arrived 
out aunouncing the failure of the Commercial Bank, Bank of 
London, &e. The news of the Agra Bank failure had not 
been received, Admiral King seoms to prefer Japan and the 
north of China to the head-quarters at Hong Kong. By last 
accounts he was about to proceed from Shanghai to Nagasaki 
in the Princess Royal fiag ship. We hear that Sir Edmund 
Hornby bas gone to Peking to consult with Sir R. Alcock, 

‘Lhe following summary of news is from the Commercial Re- 








co: 
uch disappointment bas been felt by the mercantile com- 
Tanuity bere with respect to a despatch received from Si 
Kutnerord Alcock in reference to the question whether small 
steainers could be permitted to penetrate into the interior of 
Cuina. This question was referred to Peking some two months 
¥gy, Il consequence of the native authorities suddenly raising 














an objection to steamers going into the silk district ; and it was 
very confidently expected that an answer favourable to the views 
of the foreign trader would be received. Such, however, has 
not proved the case, and it is now decided that foreigners who 
wish to “go up country” must do so in Chinese-built boats. 

By the Sxwonada the Taoutai of Shanghai took his departure 
for Hong Kong, en route to Chow-chow-foo, which city he has 
been commissioned to open to foreigners. His Excellency does 
not at all appreciate his task, and anticipates no little unpopu- 
larity and opposition on the part of the inbabitants of the city. 

A case of some importance in its bearing upon the jurisdic- 
tion of the Chinese in reference to Customs’ confiscations was 
after some difficulty brought before the Mixed Court for deci- 
sion. A chest of opium belonging to a foreigner was seized by 
some of the watchers connected with the “Opium Committee” 
on the plea that the duty on it had not been paid. It appeared 
however upon investigation that the Customs’ duty had been 
duly discharged and the chest was returned to its owner accor- 
dingly. It is a question whether the Mixed Court was not ex- 
ceeding its province in taking cognisance of the matter, and this 
objection appears to have been raised by the native officials. A 
step, however, would no doubt be gained in the right direction 
if matters of this kind were recognised as coming within the 
province of that court. 

The foundation stone of new Trinity Church was laid on the 
24th May, Queen Victoria's birthday, amid much ceremony. 
The Masonic fraternity were the chief actors, the stone being 
placed by the Deputy Provincial Grand, C. E. Parker ; Mr. Win- 
chester, H.B.M. Consul, reading a suitable address, The larger 
portion of the Consular body and other officials of importance 
both civil and naval, including Admiral King and Captain Boys, 
were in attendance. 

In reference to the bankruptcy of Jarvie Thorburn and Co. 
the Chief Judge has given a decision, the effect of which is that 
the Oriental Bank will be recognised as the one to be employed 
by the Court for depositing funds connected with estates in 
liquidation. An application was made by some of the creditors 
for the funds to be placed in other banks who would allow a 
higher rate of interest ; but the Chief Judge stated that it was 
not his province to decide what banks were suitable deposi- 
tories for such money, and he would follow the practice of the 
Goverament in employing the Oriental. 

‘The case of Yuh Chun versus William Church heard at the 
Supreme Court, has attracted some attention, the defendant, 
only recently discharged as a bankrupt, having bought a chop of 
tea from the plaintiff and after receiving tls. 23,800 from the 
banks upon it, only paying the Chinaman tls. 14,000, retaining 
the balance and speculating with it. The counsel for the plain- 
tiff spoke in very severe terms of the transaction, characterising 
it as little short of a swindle. 

The case of Bouney v. Hockly, recently heard before 0. W. 
Goodwin, Esq., was expected to settle the point whether a 
British employ6 engaged in such capacity as that held by the 
Commissioner of Customs or the Harbour Master can be made 
responsible for liabilities incurred on behalf of the Chinese Go- 
vernment. The judgment, however, justly points out it is quite 
possible for a person occupying a post under the Chince 
Government to make engagements in respect to certain indi- 
vidual matters himself for which he would be properly held 
responsible, In order, therefore, to oust any claim from the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court it will be necessary todo more 
then merely show that the person granting the appointment 
did so in his official capacity, and it will ba incumbent clearly 
to establish that the contract or engagement was made as on 
behalf of the Chinese Government. 

A serious robbery was committed on the morning of the 
29th. Some five or six foreigners in a four-oared gig made 
their way to a boat near the Soochow Creek, containing some 
dollars designed to be sent up country to purchase silk for 
Messrs. Waller and Co.; and after a serious scuffle, in the course 
of which one of the Chinamen on board the boat attacked was 
killed and another wounded, the robbers succeeded in carrying 
off $9,000. They then made for the shore, and abandoned 
the gig, getting off with the booty, A revolver and a sword 
were left by them in the silk boat. A portion of the money, 
consisting of about one-half, was discovered the next day by 
the police, secreted in a ditch on the Pootung side ; and tho 
Superintendent of Police and three constables proceeded to the 
spot and by lying in wait they succeeded in capturing two of 
the culprits, who came to the spot to take away the booty. 
The men were armed, but secing that there were four 
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against them, they made no resistance. An exami- 
nation éwhich subsequently took place at the [Prussian 
Consulate General, has resulted in the discovery that the party 
who attacked the boat consisted of an American of the name 
of Thompson, an Austrian called Spiro, and two others as yet 
auknown, The two Austrians examined do not appear to have 
had any part in the attack, but were only hired by Spiro 
to fetch the money deposited in a small creek on the 
Pootung side. Spiro has confessed to the correctness 
of tho deposition of the other two Austrians, and has 
given a full and complete statement of the whole affair. He 
was also very explicit with reference to the action taken by 
Thompson in the robbery. The clearest evidence against this 
man and Spiro is that given by the mate of a British 
schooner in port, who distinctly recognised them as two of 
the foreigners who came on board at 9 P.M. on the evening 
when the robbery was committed, and borrowed a boat. From 
the revolvers seized only one ball has been found missing and 
that from the pistol of Thompson, a circumstance which would 
appear as strong circumstantial evidence that he was the man 
who committed the murder. 

The eight-oared race, which has been looked forward to with 
some Sinterest, took place on the 28th, A large number of 
spectators went down to the Pootung Dock, the place of start- 
ing, on board the tug Hercules, and on tho Wang Leong Fei. 
After some little time, Mr. Whittall, who was on board the 
Hercules, gave the sign to start, and both boats pulled off sharply. 
The red unluckily got foul of a native boat, the occupier of 
which, Chinaman like, thought it necessary to turn across their 
bows. The blues, seeing the difficulty, generously pulled up 
amid much cheering for their sportsman-like conduct, and a 
second start was shortly after effected. The blue soon got a 
boat's length in advance of the red, and gradually was seen 
increasing the interval till they came into the goal near 
the Barossa some five lengths ahead. The red were at no little 
disadvantage on account of the awkwardness of their coxswain, 
who balanced himself the wrong way, 80 as to give them his 
full weight to pull. We do not, however, think that without 
this disadvantage they would have been able to make head 
against the blue, who were superior both in style and strength. 
We are inclined to look upon four-oared races as better suited 
to this place, where there is necessarily much difficulty in 
finding so large a crew as eight, so that they are likely to be 
less evenly balanced. The distanco was about two miles and a 

«quarter. 

From a native informant, we hear that Li-C’hang-Sh’u, who 
formerly distinguished himself against the rebels, and bears the 
title of Chung (Honourable) granted him on account of the ser- 
vices he rendered, is shortly to come to Shanghai and intends to 
Jend a large collection of theatrical costumes which he possesses, 
to the proprietor of the native theatre near the Shakloo. _Li- 
Chang-Sh’u is well known as a great amateur of theatricals. 
This in China consists not in acting as with Europeans, but in 
possessing these gorgeous dresses and appurtenances which play 
80 conspicuous a part on the Chinese stage, and lending them 
to hired actors at private entertainments given to the amateurs’ 
friends. The actors are looked upon as in quite a subordinate 
Position, and as of very inferior importance. 

At Ningpo a very serious catastrophe has befallen several 
hundred Chinese, who were celebrating some great holiday which 
ocours every eighth year. The party were crossing the River 
Ying on a bridge of boats, when it gave way, precipitating them 
into the water, causing the death of over one hundred. Forty- 
seven bodies have been recovered. 

HONG KONG, 

Dates are down to the 13th June, The P, & O. mail, of 
26th April, arrived out on the 5th June, Telegrams to 12th 
May, announcing the stoppage of Overend, Gurney and Co., and 
suspension of the Rank Act, had arrived, and caused great 
alarm. Our dates by telegraph are down to the 29th Juno, at 
which date the outward [telegrams to 30th May had been re- 
ceived, announcing failure of Commercial Bank, &. The news 
of the Agra Bank (7th June) failure had not reached. 

The steamer Feroz arrived from Galle on the 2nd June with 
the Ceylon Bifle troops, noticed in a previous issue. She is to 
return and embark a further number for Hong Kong. On the 
arrival of those troops the China Mail has the following :— 

- The “ economy” involved in the despatch to this colony of 

he Ceylon Rifle companice is receiving a somewhat laughable 
illustration, The idea was tet they would be considerably 
heaper than any other troops which vould be expected tu stand 








the climate. The hire of quarters for married men and for 
single officers amounts to no less than $60,000 per annutn ; 
while as many of the officers are married, it is to be presumed 
that a heavy outlay will be required to provide them with house 
accommodation. While on this subject it may be well to notice 
a report which has reached us of the manner in which these 
troops were conveyed hither. If the description given bo in 
any way true, their stowage on deck must “have. strongly 
resembled that of the unfortunate cattle who are ofttimes at 
home to be seen on the decks of steam vessels plying between 
Holland, the Baltic and other ports, and London. The cattle, 
however, are allowed to stand or lie singly, while tho unfortu- 
nate Ceylon Rifles are stated to have been absolutely overlying 
each other, preserved-sardine fashion, during the whole voyage 
from Point de Galle to this port. The officers, also, by all ac- 
counts, appear to have been most unduly crammed as regards 
space. Of course, it does not follow that any blame is due to 
the captain of the Feroze for this: he simply brought the num- 
ber of persons which he was directed to embark, but this cheese- 
paring way of conveying troops is not calculated to increase 
either tho efficiency of the corps or its zeal for the service. 

The steamer Far East left on the 2nd Juno with about 400 
troops aud 10 officers, The details will be given in our next. 

The leading news is the despatch of the “tea clippers,” de- 
tails of which will be found ina tabular form, We fiud the 
following also inthe China Mail :— 

The Yaitsing tea clipper, which left Foochow on the 31st 
May, exchanged signals with the Suwonada at 9.30 a.x., on 
Saturday, 2nd June, a little to the south of Amoy. There 
was a fresh breeze blowing from the north-east at tho 
time ; she had every stitch of canvas eet, and was going at 
least twelve knots. The reason why the Ariel, Scrica, and 
Taiping could not leave the Min on the 29th was that 
their draft of water was too great to permit of their crossing 
the bar in the state of the tide that day. The Fiery Cross, 
however, whose good luck is proverbial being of a somewhat 
lighter draft managed to clear the river. The timo of their 
departure, as understood in the case of aay bets or wages depen- 
dent on their speed, dates from the hour of their crossing the 
bar at the entrance of the Min. The dates of departure there- 
fore stand thus :—Fiery Cross, May 29th; Serica, 30th ; Ariel, 
30th; Taiping, 50th; Taitsing, 31st. A 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hone Kona, June 13, 1866, 

ust as the last mail was leaving here an expedition was de- 
spatched against the piratical haunts near Macao, and some 
effectual results were speedily accomplished. Three British 
gunboats, the Opossum, Banterer, and Janus, under Commander 
St. John, R.N., were joined at the mouth of the Canton river 
by a force of Chinese troops from Canton, and at once occupied 
the islands of Pak-sui, which have long been one of the main 
fastnesses of the coast pirates, and a convenient depot whence 
the merchandise plundered from vessels at sea could with ease 
be transported to Hong Kong and Macao. A large Chinese 
force was placed as a permanent garrison on the islands, and 
several villages were utterly destroyed. Some complaint was 
made by the naval officers of the expedition with reference to 
an alleged display of pusillanimity on the part of {the Chinese 
troops, but I am given to understand that this arose from an 
error rather than from avy lack of audacity, which would be 
the more surprising, even with Chinese troops, as no effectual 
resistance was attempted by the piratical villagers, It is 
reported that the Chinese authorities intend to fortify one of the 
islands as a permanent base for operations against the piratical 
cruisers. They have signified their entire willingness to 
co-operate with the Government of Hong Kong and the naval 
department in measures for the suppression of piracy ; and it 
will probably be found unnecessary for the valiant burghers of 
Hamburg and Bremen to equip a steam fleet for the protection 
of their peddling little brigs and schooners, whose defenceless 
condition and inadequate equipment form the principal 
encouragement to pirates in attacking European vesscls. The 
bombast with respect to a Hamburg anti-piratical squadron, 
news of which was brought hither by last mail, is only 
paralleled (perhaps outdone) by the proposition on the part of 
Count Bismarck to annex the “savage” island of Formosa, 
with complete disregard of the little incident that three ports 
open to British (and therefore all foreign) trade by treaty with 
the Chinese Government exist on that island, a fact which 
would probably complicate in some measure the otherwise 
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We are all looking forward with anxiety to the arrival of the 
next mail, not only to have some certainty regarding the 
threatened European war, but with respect also to the “ unparal- 
leled panic” which curt and unsatisfying telegrams have told us 
has supervened in London. Speculators not a few are shaking 
in their shoes pending the arrival of further intelligence, and 
any great disaster ‘in England is likely to.be followed by crashes 
here. The Chinese even are in a very insecure condition, 
having notoriously dipped deeply into over-trading on their own 
account, -in which they are encouraged by the multitude of 
“ commission agents,” principally Germans, who have sprung 
up within.the last fow years, and heavy losses in rico and 
cotton, as wellas opium, are darkly hinted at. ‘Tea is be- 
ginning to get shipped away from Canton, though slowly, as 
buyers there seem more cautious than ‘the gentlemen of Han- 
kow and Foochow, whose rashness in giving the extreme prices 
asked by the Chinese is again the subject of newspaper com- 
ment both here and at Shanghai. 

The Mint turns out its coinage but slowly, and the new dol- 
lar can barely yet be said to be in circulation. 
Capt. Kinder have succeeded in making the milled edges a 
little more respectable and less like the production of qn 
idle schoolboy’s pocket-knife, and it must remain for time 
to show how far the predictions of those who prophesy extensive 
counterfeiting and debasing are correct. Sir Richard Mac- 
Donnell continues his energetic efforts towards ameliorating the 
condition of government, and-a sharp correspondence published 
in the last official Gazette between the Colonial Secretary at his 
direction and the two acting police magistrates, Messrs. Whyte 
and Smith, shows that his Excellency has no hesitation in 
“ pulling up ” his subordinates very tightly when he has reason 
tobelieve them negligent of duty. The correspondence originated 
in some complaints made by an inspector of nuisances, to the 
effect that his efforts to compel obedience to sanitary laws on 
the part of the Chinese population were frustrated by the 
leniency of the magistrates in awarding punishment for offences. 
A protest on the part of the magistrates against the publication 
of this complaint has led to some exceedingly plain language on 
the Governor's part. 

‘The only news of interest from the North consists in some 
correspondence which has passed between the British Consul at 
Shanghai and the Chinese authorities on the subject of a bare- 
faced attempt made by the latter to nullify the privilege 
obtained by Sir Frederick Bruce in 1862, respecting the sbip- 
ment of beancake and pulse from the Northera ports in foreign 
bottoms. An alleged desire to protect the native junkowners 
against foreign competition led lately to a prohibition to native 
traders to ship by forcign vessels ; but this has now been with- 
drawn, 





STRAITS OF MALACCA, 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates hence are to the 21st June. The London mail of the 
10th May arrived out on the 14th June, and the French steamer 
brought the mail of the 17th May on the 19th June, 

Anxiety is still expressed in the papers just received for 
some definite intelligence regarding the Transfer. It was feared 
that change of Ministry would delay the completion of the 
measure ; but it is remarked—* In whatever Ministry succeeds 
the present, Lord Starley is almost certain to occupy an im- 
portant office, and he has identified himself too actively with 
the prosecution of the Transfer to leave any doubt but that his 
influence will be used to carry it through.” 

The Fort St. George (Madras) Gazette notifies that the services

‘COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 


Canton.—This market opened for Canton-made teas at sates 
rather easier to those of last season, During-the last week, however. te. 
market has remained very quiet,.and the.startling telegeams, just to b 
have caused a general duiness. Sales, &c., are reported as follov 
Canton Packed Congou, 1,300 4-chesis, at tls. 29 to 31; do. 800 bu 
at 31 to 33; Scented Orange Pekoe, 24,000 boxes, at 29 to 38; Sern 
Caper, 93,000 boxes, at 25 to 35; and Gunpowder, 1,000 boxes, a1 27 
to 28, 

Foochow.—After the departure of the last mail steamer, supplies of 
Congou began to arrive in quantity, and the market was regularly opened 
on the 25th May, during which day and the next about 50,000 chests w-re 
settled. As most of the buyers were required to make up without delay 
the tonnage they had engaged in.the first clippers to.be despatched, tere 
wes much excitement and ecnsideable competition to secure desiranie 
purchases. .Prices were, therefore, irregular, though novactual advauce 
was established on the very high rates paid for-the finest parcels ten 
to hand. The demand continued acti settlements 
on a very large scale until within Jast two or three 
‘hen so many vessels having been loaded, buyers began to hold bac! 
for a decline in rates. Oolongs have been arriving freely, and a conswer- 
able quantity bas been seitled for shipment to England at extreme rates. 
No true Souchongs have yet appeared, though a few parcels of the ac- 
scription have arrived from the inferior districts. Sceated Teas are now 
coming forward, and have been taken at very full prices. The quali 
the whole crop this season is excellent. Congou: Settlements 81.300 
chests, and 79,700 half-chests;at the following rates. :—Tlr, 8 to 13, tor 
Dust and broken Leaf; tls, 22 to 28, for Fair to good Flavory; tis. 
29 to 34, for Medium to good Kaisows; tls. 35 to 38, for Fine Kaisous ; 
tls. 89 to 46 for Finest Kaisows. Opening purchases were entirely con- 
fined to near district Teas, Yung Hows, Suey Kuts, and Kein- 
ing-foo kinds fetching tls. 33 to 38, Saryunes .tls, 38 to 40, 
and Paklins, tls, 40 to 44° The true .Kaisow and Sinchune kinds 
which arrived subsequently have met with ready sale at tls. 42 
to46, The lower grade teas are now coming-to handifreely, and have 
been sold to some extent, the demands of the teamen for these descrip- 
tions being more moderate. Buyers now show some disinclination to 
continue purchases at late rates. The teamen are anxious to realize, but 
are not yet disposed to submit to any material reduction. Stock 43,500

Suancuat.—Black: Settlements since the last mail have been tno 
chops of common ‘Black Leaf at tis. 16} and 22, and a parcel of Ounam 
Dust at tis. 10 per picul, leaving 800 chests of old tea in stock. Green 
teas: One small chop of Fychow has been taken at tls. 253, and 500 
half-chests have been shipped, reducing the stock to 1,100 packages. As 
yet there are no reliable advices from the Pingsuey districts, but teamen 
state that high prices have been paid in the country, and that a full supply 
may be expected. 

Hawkow.—The market for new teas was opened on the 24th of May. 
‘The first purchase was a good flavoury Oonam at tls. 38, which was int 
mediately followed by other settlements vp tls. 88} for finest from the 
same district, while good to finest Oopacks were eagerly taken at prices 
ranging from tls, 35 to 424. Two really crack chops (“ Ly Sunn ” and 
“Ming Sing") were also placed at tls. 454 and 46 respectively tor 
Russia, At these rates a large business was done, reported settlements up 
to the 31st May having exceeded 40 chops, exclusive of contract teas. The 
prices paid are the highest yet reached since the opening of the port, and 
lay down at Gd. to Od. per Ib. over last year's purchases. The quality of 
both Oopacks and Oonams is generally admitted to be superior to late 
season’sin flavour and strength, and some of the favourite chops are very 
fine. Only afew parcels had arrived in bulk, but large receip:s were 
looked for daily. About45 muster were on offer, but an easier feeling 
prevailed amongst buyers. Quotations are given as follow :—Ooonams, 
‘Medium to Enest, tls. 29to 38} per picul; Oopacks, do., 34 to 424; 
and Oopacks Crack Chops, 43 to 46, 

Kivxraxc.—Black Teas.— Prices for leaf in Ningchow were reported 
lower, but the teas already lay down at about ten taels above last year's 
cost, and the opening rates in Hankow when known are sure to stimulate 
buyers in the country. A few musters have come to hand which are 
certainly superior to last season’s, and the yield is likely to be above the 
average. Green Teas.—The new crop would be earlier than of late, and 
teas would be in Kiukiang in August. Laying down cost however 
would be much above last year’s, hest Moyunes being estimated to cost 
tls, 34 all round. The supply is expected to be large and the quality is 
well spoken of. The market was quite bare of old tea. 

Yoxouama.—Prices have fallen slightly, but not sufficiently to induce 
foreigners to clear off the old stock, of which there are about 1,600 pruls 
left. A few parcels of New ‘Tea have arrived, and they are being offered 
at $37 to 42 per picul, but until a great concession is made no large bust~ 
ness is expected, ‘The leaf is very fair and the liquor is a slight improve~ 
ment on the first musters brought to hand about the same time last_ year. 
There are about 300 piculs on offer, but as there is no business being 
done, prices must be considered nominal, The settlements of old season's 
are estimated at about 840 piculs. 

Raw Sitx.—Cantox.— Since last advices, the market has been quite 
at a standstill, for the very unsatisfactory reports of the Bombay and Cal- 
cutta markets have quite closed up operations in silk for that quarter ; the 
consequence is, a decline of more than $100 has been established for 
Loong-Kongs, Kow-Kongs, and other sorts in proportion. The second 
crop may be expected in about a fortnight, and report speaks very favour~ 
ably of it in every respect. Prices, it is expected, will continue to decline, 
as at present rates there are no buyers. The last quotations are as 
follows :—Loong-Kong, No.1 (erie). {$500 per pical ; ditto, No. 2, $4805 
Cumehuck and Lacklow, No. I, $470; Re-reeled;Cumchuck,$540 ; Kuw- 
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Kong, No. 1, $430; ditto, No, 2, $400; Tsatlee Reel, No. 1, $540 to 
560; Seu-lam, No. 1, $375 to 880; Pun-jum, No. 1,'$175 to 180; 
Waste Silk, No. 1, $80; ditto, No. 2,€75; Pierced Cocoon, $75. 

SHANGHAI. —The increasing high cost of the mulberry leaves has had 
the unfortunate effect of making it necessary for the peasant growers to 
abandon at least a quarter of the worms, sceing that they had not the means 
of feeding them. It would now appear that the total yield for Sthis 
season will not exceed 55,000 bales ; the second crop will necessarily be 
a poor one, as 80 small a quantity of the first-crop Silk has yet been sold, 
that sufficient funds have not, been forwarded by growers wherewith to 
undertake the culture of the second. The market for No. 3 Tsatlee of 
chops opened in the country at an equivalent of tacls 485, and pur- 
chases were made to a small extent, when the telegraphic advices received 
by the French Mail of the 17th April, put a stop to all business, and on 
the re-opening of the market a reduction of from taels 70 to 90 per 
picul is expected. 

Yoxouama.—The latest quotations show a further decline of 20 to 
$25. However, this difference only obtains for the common and inferior 
sorts,a few parcels of Oshio, Sodai, and Mybash, above the medium 
being still held at previous quotations. Settlements for the fortnight 
amount to about 10 piculs, leaving an unsold stock of 900 piculs, and 
some parcels which could not fetch the price demanded were sent back to 
Yedo, As regards the prospects of the crop in Japan, in the district of 
Hatchojee, the worms have arrived at the third age, and some very sudden 
and unhealthy changes in the atmosphere have taken place. The native 
dealers will persistently talk of the losses caused by the frost at the be- 
ginning of this month, and the respectable Japanese silkmen will not 
be easily induced to enter into a contract for silkworms’ eggs, except,

Re tre AGRA AND Mastgaman’s Bank (Loutep).—This was an 
application under the Companies’ Act, 1862, on behalf of Messrs. Rennie, 
Clowes, and Co., of Liverpool, for leave to file a bill against the Agra and 
Masterman’s Bank (Limited), now in course of being wound-up. The 
object of the proposed suit was to obtain information as to certain accept- 
ances of Messrs. Rennie, supposed to have been held by the Agra Bank 
before their suspension, ith a view of establishing a set-off in favour of 
Messrs, Rennie, who hold acceptances of the Agra Bank toa considerable 
amount of bills drawn in Bombay.

discussion, his Honour granted leave to file a bill, upon an undertaking 
that it should not be filed against the company and the official liquidator 
alone.

POSTAL AND TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNILATION WITH 
INDIA, CHINA, &e. 

The following is a condensed report of the recommendations 
of the Committee noticed in another column :— 

The Commons Select Committee on this subject have presented their 
report to the House. In relation to postal communication with India 
the committee are of opinion that the time had arrived when tenders should 
be invited for a weekly express service to Bombay, entirely unconnected 
eastward of Suez with any other mail services, the separate postal service 
between this country and Madras and Calcutta to be discontinued. The 
committee recommend in consequence an early consideration of arrange 
ments for maintaining a fortnightly service to China and monthly to 
Australia, having regard to facilities afforded by the monthly service to 
China performed by the Messageries Impériales; and the committee 
consider that the payment by India of half the net cost of the China 
service will not under the proposed arrangements be equitable. In 
relation to telegraphic communication with India the committee consider 
that it should not be dependent upon any sinyle sysiem in the hands of 
several foreign Governments and under several distinct responsibilities ; and 
that the establishment of separate lines, entirely or partially independent 
of the present line through Turkey, isdesirable. ‘They are of opinion that 
means should be taken for improving the condition and facilitating the use 
of the lines which connect the Persian system with Europe by way of the 
Georgian lines of the Russian Government, and for bringing if possi 
within the Turkish convention the line recently established through Syria 
for connecting Alexandria with the main line to India at Diarbekir. They 











| recommend that the communication by way of the Persian Gulf be doubled, 


They regard as deserving of serious consideration and the support of the 
influence of the Government, the proposition for a direct communication 
between Alexandria and Bombay by way of Aden, on the principle of aline 
practically under one management and responsibility between London and 
India in the fret instance, and afterwards with China and Australia. In regard 
to telegraphs on the several railtway lines in India, the committee suggest 
that the Indian Government might sanction the use of the wires by a 
a public company willing to rent the privilege, or that there should be 
some such organisation of the several independent companies as will es- 
tablish a unity of system and bring the use of the lines fairly within the 
reach of the public. Lastly, the committee represent that it is desirable 
that arrangements should be made to bring China and Australia within 
the reach of telegraphic communication with Europe. The report, which 
is of considerable length, was agrecd to without a single division. It calls 
attention to the fact that one-fourth of the external commerce of the 
United Kingdom is with the following countries :—British India, China, 
Australia, Japan, Philippine Islands, Ceylon, Mauritius, Egypt, and Sin- 
gapore and Dutch Indian possessions, 























TRADE WITH THE FAR EAST. 
SHANGHAT. 

The following is Mr. Consul Winchester’s Report on the 
trade of Shanghai for the year 1865 :— 

Probably no year ever opened on the trade of this port with gloomier 
prospects than I865. The vast exodus of Chinese after the defeat of the 
rebels had left stranded in serious dilficulties many traders, whom the 
enormous return yielded by Chinese houses had induced to embark their 
own, and such funds as they could raise, ia real estate, 

The extension of the tea export in the Yang-tze had thrown upon the 
home market an excess of that article. The closure of the great outlet of 
the United States, and consequent necessity imposed on American firms to 
contract their operations, had diverted the supply destined for that market 
to the London stocks, The increasing severity of the blockade materially 
increased this unprofitable accumulation, and a rapid fall in home prices 
was the consequence. This was disastrous to many long-established and 
respectable firms. Bank accommodation, on the facilities connected with 
which recent commercial building operations were much based, was with- 
drawn, and the usual result of numerous failures followed. 

To add to this depression, the astonishing successes of the “ Union 
forces” led to a marked decline in the value of cotton, a staple which had 
formed during the year alarge though exceptional article of export to 
England from this locality. Chinese cotton, being always packed with 
water to effect a fictitious increase of weight, was even exceptionably de- 
preciated as the prospect of less objectionable supplies opencd. The 
effect upon the state of business at this port was striking. ‘The whole 
aspect of the place seemed to have changed. Mercantile houses of world~ 
wide reputation were reported to have sustained enormous losses, to meet 
hich the fortunes made by former generations of merchant princes were 
to be called out. The expression of men’s faces was sombre and depressed* 
Exchange fell because sellers could see no way to the profitable employ- 
ment of their funds; and the list of names to whom the banks were 
allowed to give credit was largely reduced in numbers. Freights went 
down so low as 30s. a ton {or tea; and the profitable employment for ship= 
ping, either on homeward or coasting voyages, became impossible. The 
port was rapidly deserted by its mercantile tleet ; and the crowd of store- 
keepers and artizans, foreign and Chinese, supported by its presence, soon 
became straitened in their business operations, 

So complete a reversal of prosperity as that witnessed between the fall 
of 1863 and the spring of 1865 was hardly ever before witnessed ; nor was 
there the slightest prospect of improvement previous to the arrival of the 
intelligence of the reduction of the tea duties—a measure which will be 
ever memorable in the history of British commerce at Shanghai, as having, 
almost providentially, interposed to bring back prosperity to this mercan- 
tile community. 

There was much in the condition of affairs above described traceable to 
contingencies within the range of those hazards to which commercial 
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but much of it, even on the most favour- 

ive and short-sighted spirit of specu- 
Jation with which all classes of residents in this settlement had been infected 
by the enormous and short-lived returns of the two former years. When 
the crisis arrived it was quickly found that those houses who had withdrawn 
their funds from the slower circle of legitimate commercial operations to 
invest them in real estate, or on alluring Chinese ventures, were the first 
to succumt to pressure. The extent to which these causes operated in 
depopulating Chinese and foreign houses was surprising ; and in a future 
despatch, in which I hope to present a general view of the state of the 
settlement, I trust to be able to furnish some interesting particulars on this 
head. In the meantime it is sufficient for the purpose of this letter to note 
the connection. Probably no interest suffered more generally than the 
banking. The establishment of seven or eight aduditional branches led to 
&@ competition for business, of which the resuits were severe losses. 

After the end of July the condition of the settlement and commerce 
generally gradually improved; and, indeed, so far as trading ope tions 
Proper were concerned, the year closed with prospects of more than aver- 
age success. 

The tables of imports and exports embodied in Mr. Winchester's re- 
port are too lengthy for reproduction, but the following analysis of them 
gives the general results of British trade :—

REMARKS. 








Coats are imported from Great Britain, Australia, the United States 
of America and Japan, as well as from the Chinese port of Kelung, in 
Formosa, The importations from Australia, Kelung, and Japan seem 
Hkely to increase in proportion to the hizh rates and short supplies of those 
from Great Britain. Formosa coals have sold at Shanghai at from 5 to 
6} taels per ton. The Chinese have been almost the only consumers, 
thong this coal has occasionally been used for steamers. The only port 
in Japan from which Shanghai receives coals in any quantity is Nagasaki. 
Owing to the recent abolishment of the Government monopoly, the 
Yorkers of the Japanese mines have been enabled to supply a more uni- 
formly good description of coals than formerly, but at somewhat advanced 
prices. It is estimated that 25 tons of the best Japanese coals will give 
the same result for steaming purposes as 20 tons of Welsh coals. Owing 
to the introduction of improvements in the working, au increasing supply, 
and of superior quality, may be looked for. 

‘The consumption of Australian coals has largely increased as compared 
With otker descriptions, having been used by some steamers more generally 
han the English coal, owing to the high cost of the latter. ‘The quantity 
of coals imported from Great Britain in 1865 was 51,325 tons; the stock 
D Shanghai on the Ist January, 1865, was 46,630 tons, and ‘on the Ist 
January, 1866, was 23,724 tons, showing a consumption of 74,221 tons 
during 1863, 

Exronts.—Tra.—The year 1863 was one of the most eventful in the 
annals of the trade. For the first few months those who had been largely 
interested in shipments of cargoes during the season of 1864-63 were 
smarting from the disastrous results which had accrued to their ventures; 
and when the market opened for the new season's teas, there was a feel. 
ing of distrust as to the likely results of the shipments about to be made. 























Some houses had already succumbed to the pressure of the times; and 
most of the banks having been sufferers in }, became distrust- 
ful of mercantile paper, and credit sustrined a.teveru loss thereby, 

‘The prices paid at the opening of the new season, although not so high 
as the opening rates of the previous year, were in excess of what the tea- 
men had been led to anticipate; and consequently rashness was again the 
character applied by many to the operations of the foreign merchants. 
A'ter the first settlements had been made, little disposition was shown on 
he part of foreigners to continue purchases, and prices exhibited a 
weakening tendency. Any material decline was, however, arrested by the 
announcement of the reduction in the duty on tea in England from Is. to 
Gd. per pound ; and an advance of 3 taels per picul was at once established. 
The stimulus to purchasers, however, which would in ordinary times have 
resulted consequent upon such intelligence, was not realised, caution 
having been instilled into the minds of most operators by the costly 
experience of the previous year’s shipments, and part of the above advance 
was soon lost. Moreover, advices from home did not encourage the anti- 
cipation of any large increase of consumption in Great Britain in conse 
quence of the lowering of the duty 50 per cent. Considerable fluctuations 
took place in the values of cargoes owing to the accounts received from 
the home markets until the end of September, after which time a seady 
and continuous rise took place month by month, and quotations for biz 
leaf teas exhibited at the end of 1865 an advance of fully 6 taels per picul 
upon the opening rates of the season. The position of the market was 
much improved when the favourable out-turn of the first shipments of the 
season to England became known, and was much strengthened by the fact 
that the supply of black leaf teas had been proved beyond doubt to be 
considerably less than that of the previous season—say some 50,000 to 
60,000 chests, or about 5,200,000 Ibs. Green Teas during the first half 
of the year commanded some attention for shipment to America, but for 
England not much business was done. . 

SILK.—At the opening of the year 1865 the stock of China silk was 
almost exhausted, only about 3,100 bales being exported from the lst of 
January to the Ist of June, at which time the new crop began to be brought 
down to market. The first crop proved good; but about the beginning 
ol duly, when the second crop was nearly ready for reeling, the weather 
was unusually wet, and the result was that the second crop was almost 
entirely lost. ‘The finest silks have throughout the season been most ia 
demand, as being the most suitable to replace the deficiency of the Euro- 
pean crop; and prices for such qualities have naturally advanced to the 
greatest extent. The unsold stock on the Sst December only amounted 
to about 1,300 bales, and but little more silk can be expected to be brought 
down to market until the arrival of the new crop of June next. The high 
Prices paid for fine silk this season have greatly enriched the growers, as 
well as encouraged them to increase the production of suitable silk for 
export; great preparations are accordingly said to be in progress for the 
coming season; and should the weather prove fairly favourable for the 
culture of the worms, a much larger yield than heretofore may be confi- 
dently expected for next season. 

The total export of China silk from Shanghai, from tbe Ist January to 
the 31st December, 1865, amounted to about 42,000 bales. Of these 
about 25,800 were shipped by the Peninsular and Oriental Company's 
steamers, 14,400 by the Messageries Impériales steamers, 1,167 by British 
sailing-versels direct to London, and 633 to Hong Kong, for shipment 
thence to Europe. About 7,0U0 bales were shipped to Marseilles, 

Corrox.—For the first three months of 1865 cotton was in somo it 
quiry for shipment to England ; but after that time the demand subsided, 
and by the end of May it had ceased to be exported to Europe. Lower 
prices in Liverpool consequent on the termination of the American war, 
and character given to China cotton as “ water-packed,” deterred shippers 
from operating further; and, in fact, the latier reason caused the China 
cotton trade to be looked upon with suspicion and distrust. 

CANTON, 

Mr. Consul Robertson gives the following account of the 
trade of this port for the year 1865 :— 

The returns of trade at the port of Canton for the past year, 1865, show 
a marked improvement in amount over those of the precedi n ear, 186 4, 
as the following summary will show.

The increase of revenue to the Imperial Government has likewise been 
in proportion, amounting to the sum of 116,000 taels; but of that par- 
ticulars are unnecessary beyond observing that by a customs regulation of 
the 3th October, 1461, native produce carried coastwise, that is, from one 
treaty port to another, in foreign vessels paid full export duty at the port 
of shipment, for which a certificate was granted, and coast trade duty at 
the port of entry, the amount of which is half import duty. Orders, how 
ever, were given to the various Custom-houses not to reccive export duty 
certificates after the Slst of March, 1864, except on such goods as came 
direct from a treaty port; thus placing the British Colony of Hong Kong 
on the footing of a foreign port, from whence heretofore native produce 
accompanied by a certificate was allowed to be imported on the payment 
of balf duties. 

Exronts.—Tra.—It can scarcely be said that the state of the tea mar- 
ket at home during the past year had much influence on that of this ports 
for, under any circumstances, the ports of Hankow and Foochow must mo- 
nopolise the bulk of the black teas, leaving only a comparatively insignifi~ 
cant amount to find its way down here. Such indeed isa natural result 
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from the local conditions of these two ports, and there is little, if any, pros- 
pect of amendment. What business is doneat all is chiefly in teas pro- 
-duced in the neighbourhood of Canton, and of these a considerable 
portion are taken for shipment to the Portuguese settlement of Macao, to 
avoid the levy of the Customs tariff duty at Canton. The export for the 
past year, 14,457,024 Ibe., against 19,961,836 Ibs. in 1864, shows an increase 
‘over that of the preceding one of 493,188 Ibe. , leaving a stock on hand at 
the close of the year of about 14,000 piculs, or 1,866,666 lbs. 

SILK.—The market quotations at home had their influence on the trade 
here ; and the export of silk shows an inereaso of 5,919 piculs over that of 
the precediag year, being 8,778 piculs in 1865, against 2.859 piculs in 
1864. All, in fact, that was available was bought up, notwithstanding 
the high rates which prevailed. Wild raw silk also shared in the improved 

-demand, and shows an increase in export of 1,619 piculs. This descrip- 
tion of silk is purchased chiefly for the Indian market, where there is a 
-ready sale forit. In silk piece goods there is a falling off, being 2,775 
picuis in 1865, against 3,290 in 1864, showing a diminution of 515 piculs, 
which may be accounted for in the demand for the raw article. | 

Sucar shows an improvement, the shipments of last year being 90,000 

iculs, against 65,000" piculs in 1864, abowing an increase of 25,000 

piculs. 

Imronts.—The importation of grey shirtings was almost doubled in 
1865, and in white the increase was bout one-fourth over that of the 
previous year, and with few exceptions there was an equal improvement 
in other fabrics. In woollens the market was not #0 active, and in metals 
also there was a considerable falling off. 

TonnaGe.—Some improvement in the employment of vessels is ex- 

hibited in the returns for the past year over those of 1864; 218 sailing- 
“vessels were entered inwards in Tos, 157 of which, measuring 74,346 
tons where in ballast; and 226 were cleared outwards, of which 108, 
measuring 46,840 tons, were in ballast; from which it will be seen that 
-of 157 vessels entered in ballast, 49 took cargo out of port; whilst 
in 1865, 310 vessels were entered inwards, of which 227, measuring 
102,023 tons, were in ballast ; and 803 cleared outwards, 134 of which, 
~measuring 58,875 tons, were in kallast; thus showing that 93 of the vessels 
in ballast left with cargoes, 

The total value of trade, imports and exports, for the past year, 1865, 
May be estimated at 28,611,159 Mexican dollars, against 21,851,972 
Mexican dollars in 1864, showing a balance in ur of the former of 
6,755,187 dollars ; and so far an improvement, owing, probably, to the in- 

~ereased demand for teas and silk exhibited by the home market, and larger 

imports on Chinese account than were made in the preceding year. As 
regards tea, the total receipts of the year did not exceed thirty-seven chops, 
notwithstanding that full rates were asked and obtained for all descrip- 
tions. It is, however, but fair to state that the rise in the home market 
-and the reduction of the duty were not anticipated by either foreigners or 
Chinese, and consequently the market was not prepared for any excep- 
tional call upon it; and the same may be said of silk, Every available 
bale was bought up at extreme rates, and the stock was cleared off at the 
close of the year. In imports, however, little or no business has been done 
by foreigners. During the whole of the year not a single piece of grey 
or white shirtings was sold by them, and comparatively little of other 
articles of import. 




















‘MACAO, 


A return of the trade of this port is made by Mr, Lauca, the 
British Consular Agent. It offers no special feature of interest, 
except the following remarks on Coolie emigration as now con- 

-ducted at that port 


There has been a great demand for coolies, both for Havani 
Callao, which caused much speculation and excitement om the subject ; 
however, nothing can be said with justice against the freedom with which 
the emigration is carried on at this port under the present Government 
regulations; every opportunity is allowed to the coolies to desist up to the 
Yast day of the ship's despatch, when the vessel is visited by the Captain of 
the Port, who questions every one of them, through an interpreter, as to their 

- own free will to emigrate, and there have been several instances of some 
of them returning after having signed their contracts and received 
advances; moreover, they aro allowed one dollar to return to their native 
country; the Chinese brokers who bring the coolies from the country are 
closely watched by the police, so that the coolies may not in any way be 
forced to sign acontract against their will, and many of the brokers Tare 
been severely punished for interfering; nor are the coolies allowed to be 
watched at all on their way to the office to siga their contracts, they are 
perfectly free to take their own way, which has occurred very often. ‘Pro- 
visions are also carefully inspected, both by the authorities as well as by 
the master of the vessel; and the latter is held responsible to carry out 
“the Government regulations, for which purpose the merchant signs a bond 
of 1,000 dollars, with one surety of a resident merchant or property- 
‘bolder in Macao. 

From the Return of Emigrants it will be observed that the number of 
‘yessels despatched with coolies during the past year has been 39, measur- 
ing 24,671 tons, carrying 13,674 coolies; and, in 1864, 33 vessels, 
measuring 20,450 tons, carrying 10,722 coolies, thus showing an increase 
of 2,952 coolies despatched from this port, being 738 for Havana, 
2,164 for Callao, and 50 for. Sandwich Islands as compared with the pre-

Mr. Consul Caine gives the following account. of the trade of 
Swatow :— 

Inronts.—Daring 1864 the value of the import trade was £1,961,740, 
an increase of £191,105 over that of the previous twelvemonth; but 
1868 shows a marked improvement, the excess being £526,242. 

‘The very large increase in the import of rice is attributable to the de- 
‘struction of the crops im the early part of the year, and the presence of 
the rebels in this department necessitating the storage of rice in the several 
Cities threatened. The imports of rice from Saigon amounted to 131,670 
dollars, from Siam, to 68,634 dollars, and from Batavia, to 27,000 dollars. 








At the same time there has been a decrease in the quantity of opium and 
tin imported. 

‘The import of treasure during 1865 amounted to 742,619 dollars. 

Exrorts.—The total value of the export trade for 1865 amounts to 
£991,973 1s., being a decrease of £175,934 as compared with 1864. This 
falling off has beon chiefly in chinaware, cotton, hemp, paper, rice (of 
which the export was prohibited), and sugar, in the latter article alone 
the decrease has been £191,178. There has, however, been an increase in 
the export of paper fans, grass cloth, and tobacco. 

The total value of the trade of Swatow for 1865 computes to 
£3,479,955—an augmentation of £350,308 over the previous year. 

‘The export of treasure during the year has been 5,341,483 dollars. 

Remanxs.—It is very satisfactory to note the steady extension of 
trade at this port since its opening in 1860. At one time, as mentioned 
in my report for 1803, it seemed probable that the small and handy vessels 
under the flags of continental States would monopelise the coasting trade, 
but the class of English vessels now engaged in this trade are better 
suited to the work, and will be able, I believe, to hold their o% 

The local Customs authorities have recently notified the Chinese mer- 
chants that in future it will be permissible to store sugar at Swatow itself. 
This measure will enable merchants to collect cargo and so make it worth 
the while of steamers to load from this for the more northern ports; for 
jt the prohibition lasted cargo could not. be collected nearer than 
Alimpo, some ten miles from Swatow. The detention, therefore, to a 
vessel was great whilst cargo was being brought to the port of shipment, 
and steamers would not, on the uncertainty, come in seeking. 

Great facilities have been given by the Customs officials to steamers en- 
gaged in the coasting trade, by which their loading and discharging is much 
expedited. Such steamers when once entered at the Consulate need not 
again report for a period of four months, the agents at the same time 
giving a guarantee to abide by the regulations of the port. This change 
has worked well, and has given satisfaction to all concerned. 


HANKOW. 


The following is Mr. Consul Medhurst’s report on the trade 
of Hankow for the year 1865 :-— 


Isorts.—The returns of this branch of the trade for the past year 
contrast very favourably with those of the preceding twelvemonth. The 
grose imports for the year from the Chinese ports and from foreign 
countries, including copper cash and treasure, and deducting re-exports, 
amount to 12,862,182 taels, against 12,068,870 taels for the preceding 
year, showing a difference in favour of 1865 of 793,312 taels. The actual 
increase, however, in the value of goods imported will be found to be 
much larger than this, if the considerable decline in the import of copper 
cash and treasure for the year be taken into account. ‘The import of these 
articles fell off during 1865 to the amount of 2,086,308 taels, which sum 
mast, therefore, be considered as representing a portion of the increase in 
the merchandise imported, making the actual increase for 1865 fully 
,620 taels, This increase may be divided between foreign goods and 
native produce in the following proportions :—Foreign goods, 2,638,170 
taels; native produce, 241,450 taels. 

‘The large preponderance of the imports from Chinese ports, more espe- 
cially from Shanghai, over those from foreign countries, need cause no 
surprise, when the situation of this port. relatively to other places is 
taken into consideration. Shanghai, from its position, must always serve 
as a seaport to Hankow, through which all its carrying trade with foreign 
porta and the Chinese coast ports would be conveyed. Hence, as will bo 
seen from the table, Shanghai takes the first rank in the value of its 
imports hither, and consequently any development in the trade of this 
port must always be expected to have a correspondingly beneficial intu- 
ence on that of Shanghai. 

Exrorts.—The total value of the exports for the year 1865, leaving 
out of consideration treasure and copper cash, amounts to 12,685,231 taels 
against 18,448,318 taels for the preceding year, showing thus a falling 
off for the former period of 763,082 taels. “This discrepancy, however, is 
more than accounted for by the diminished shipments of tea, the exports 
in which for the year 1865 are valued at 6,091,156 taels, while those for 
1864 were estimated at 7,222,009 taels, whence it may be inferred that the 
export of other staples of produce must have increased by 367,771 taels. 

‘The tutal export of tea for the is shown to have beer 
35,886,144 Ibs., against 39,630,305 Ibs. during 1864, being a decrease of 
3,744,161 Ibs.; but although this serious decline has to be recorded as 
regards the total export, it is gratifying to observe that the direct 
shipments to Eugland continue to exhibit a steady increase as compared 
to previous years, as will Le seen from the following figures :-—

Suirrivc.—As I have already remarked in the opening paragraph of this 
report, the shipping on the Yang-tze consists principally of steamers which 
ply regularly between Shanghai and this port, These numbered during 1865 
12 vessels, 4 of which were under the British flag and 8 under American 
colours, representing an aggregate tonnage of about 10,000 tons, and they 
were entered at the Custom-house 225 times during the twelve months. 
Since November 3 of these vessels have been tuken off the line. ‘The 
entries of steamers during 1864 amounted 217. Of direct ships to E 
land 12 vessels of 8,041 tons left the port in 1865, against 8 vessels of 
6,199 tons in 1864, and 5 vessels of 3,059 tons in 1863, The acgregate 
tonnage of British steamers, ships, lorchas, and junks (under special pays) 
entered at Hankow for the year 1865 amounted to 90,758 tons, against 
59,744 tons during the preceding year. The tonnage of American ve 
of all kinds for the same period amounted to 120,050 to inst 143,649 
tons during 1864. The remarkable increase in the British tonnage, as 
well as the equally noticeable decrease in the American, is traceable to the 
steamers alone, the American entries of these vessels having fallen from 
160 to 154, and those entered under the British flag having increased in 
number from 62 to 64, as well as in carrying capacity. Other national 
flags show an entry during 1865 of but 260 tons, against 216 during the 
previous year.

DEFICIENCY OF THE INDIAN TELGRAPHIC SYSTEM. 

Tur evidence brought before the Parliamentary Committee 
charged with an investigation into the state of our East India 
telegraphic and postal communications goes to show that 
owing to the virtual ban placed on private enterprise, the 
telegraphic system in India itself is wofully defective. 
It might have been supposed that with the surrender of 
the interests of the East India Company a more liberal 
policy would have been pursued in India in respect to tele- 
graphic facilities for the Indian public, but such has not 
to any great extent been tho case. Although the Act of 
1854 has been modified, and railway companies may now trans- 
mit messages in which they possess a pecuniary interest, the 
spirit of monopoly still asserts itself, excluding the commercial 
community from those advantages that they may rightly claim, 
Tho Indian public are not sufficiently accommodated, either as to 
number of wires, the extent of lines, or the efficiency of work- 
ing ; and this is felt to be more grievous as under proper 
management—such as might bo expected from a public com- 
pany—additional Indian telegraphic lines would in all probability 
prove, financially, admirable investments, Even many of the 
scientific improvements in telegraphy at home have been ignored 
in India, whilst the present condition of telegraphy in this vast 
dependency is simply disgraceful. The state of things gives 
some foundation to the opinion that a considerable proportion 
of the errors charged on the now submarine and overland lines 
might be fairly debited to the Indian lines. Be this as it may, 
Great Britain, no less than India, which now possesses an ex- 
ternal and internal trade of £250,000,000 per annum, has an 
immenso interest in the establishment of prompt and sufficient 
communication in dealing with the Indian telegraphic system. 
The evils to be encountered are two-fold ; first, that the Govern- 
ment lines are so fully employed, and so defective in their 
transmissions, that the commercial and morcantile community 
of India cannot rely on them for use ; end, secondly, that the re- 
stricted licences of the railway companies prevent them from 
sufficiently supplementing this want. We have in India all the 
results which might be expected to spring from the absence of 
the modifying influence of competition. We witness, too, a 
general want of confidence by the public in existing lines ; and 
no wonder, when messages are actually evaporated on transmis- 
sion from station to station. It was on January 15, 1852, that 
it was officially announced that “there would be no objection 
“ made by the Government to the construction of private Jines 
“ of telegraph in any direction from one part of India to an- 
“ other,” yet ull attempts of private capitalists to obtain per- 
mission to this end have hitherto been bafiied, We are satisficd 
that the matter will not be suffered by Parliament to remain in 
abeyance. ‘Telegraphic enterprise in India, as in Great Britain, 
must be rendered free, and independent proposals as to new 
routes, money payment, maintenance and working, be dealt 
with on their merits. Hitherto, the real point at issue in the 
Proposals made has been abandoned; when entering into 
minutia they have been too specific, when revised too compre- 
hensive. Those proposals have come from capitalists in India 
and capitalists in London, separately and conjointly, and have 
all shared the same fate, Notwithstanding the single uninsu- 

















lated wire of the Government, it has shown no disposition in 
the negotiations entered into to be abruptly broken off, to 
sanction to the extent desired or available the use of its own 
supports, 

A scheme, tco, has been rejected by which the East Indian 
Railway and Great Indian Peninsula Railway Companies 
would have given the Indian publicall the telegraphic facilities 
required between Calcutta and Bombay. It cannot be tolerated 
that the interests of the commercial community of India should 
be trifled with by a monopolising and exacting spirit which 
finds play in the imposition of restrictions on enterprise, and 
exercising unreasonable control. By the time that China will 
be connected telegraphically with India, it is to be hoped that 
the restrictive licences granted to the Indian railways will be 
withdrawn, and that in combination with them the Indian tele- 
graph system will be vastly improved. The lines that now 
exist are both overtaxed and inefficient, and in any event it is 
quite as necessary to erect lines in India, independent of the 
Government, in and between the threo Presidencies, as it was 
to erect a separate line from Alexandria to Suez free from the 
supervision of the Egyptian Government. The Government. 
lines of India are necessarily much employed on official busi- 
ness, 80 much £0, that at times the public are completely excluded 
from their use. The maximum rapidity of transmission is 
only 800 words per minute, which is far behind English and 
American accomplishments. The policy that has been pursued 
has evidently much to do with the result. But commercial 
necessities must be met, and with perfected means of commu- 
nication with India itself, it will in addition be a political 
necessity, that transmission of information to all the chief 
centres of Indian population shall beat once rapid and correct. 
We are daily expecting the report of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee which sat under the presidentship of Mr. R. W. Craw- 
ForD. As to connection between Europe and India itself, the 
convention between Her Masesty and tho Shah of Pensta is 
calculated to provide great facilities, The line will be divided 
into six sections, extending from the Turkish frontier to 
Hamadan, thence onwards to Tehran, Kashan, Ispahan, Shiraz, 
and Bushire, and as the organisation and working will be 
superintended by English officers, we may anticipate that the 
undertaking will be successful from the outset. The rates for 
messages will conform to the tariff in force from Bushire to 
India, and from Khanikin to Constantinople or Europe, and. 
all yearly receipts beyond 30,000 tomans—the sum accredited 
to the Persian Treasury—are to be made over to the officers of 
the English Government. There are to be two wires, one 
ordinarily under the control of the Persian Government, but-the 
use of which on English account is subject to specified arrange- 
ments under stated conditions, such as excess of work or tem- 
porary derangement on the other line. No difficulty can appa- 
rently arise in the settlement of the accounts of international 
traffic, as difficulties of every kind that may arise are to be 
referred and arbitrated upon by their Excellencies the Persian 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, and the British Minister at Tehran. 
The convention is to take effect from the opening of correspond- 
ence on the second wire, and to remain in force five years, 


Since the above was written, the report of the Committee 
has been published, and concludes with the following results :— . 


“ AG REGARDS THE POSTAL QUESTION. 

1, That, while it has not been expedient hitherto to add to the ex- 
pense of the’ postal communications with India, by establishing a more- 
frequent service to Bombay, in addition to the existing services to Madras 
and Calcutta, yet having regard to the facilities already afforded by the 
railways under construction ia India, and to the prospect of the early com- 
pletion of the main lines of communication connecting the port of Bom- 
bay with the Presidencies of Calcutta and Madras, the North-West Pro- 
vinces, and the Punjab, the time has arrived when tenders should be: 
invited for a weekly service to Bombay alone, and the separate postal 
service between this country and Madras and Calcutta should be discon= 
tinued, 

“2. That such service should be on the footing of an express service, 
entirely unconnected, to the eastward of Suez, with any other mail services. 

“3.” That the tenders should be either for the entire service to and trom 
Bombay, or for the sections to the east and west of Egypt separately, the 
parties having the option to tender for either weekly or fortnightly services. 

“4, That the time table should be based on a prescribed speed of not Jess 
than 11 nautical miles per hour on the voyage between Marseilles and 
Alexandria, and 10 miles per hour between Suez and Bombay; but that 
the tenders be required to state also terms in each case for higher rates of 
speed of not less than one additional half mile per hour. 

“5, That in consideration of the outlay which must necessarily be in- 
curred in the construction of new vessels, or adapting those now employed, 
for the efficient performance of the future service to India, it is expedient. 
that the new contract shall be for a term of years certain, subject to a sub- 
sequent notice of two years on either side. f 

"6, That Her Mojesty’s Government should take into their early 
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consideration the arrangements to be made, in consequence of the 

roposed separation of the Indian service, for maintaining a fortnightly or 
Bail monthly service to China, and a monthly or four-weekly service to 
‘Australia, having regard to any facilities which may be afforded by the 
monthly service to China now performed by the Messageries Imperiales 
from Marseilles. 

“7, That, in the opinion of your committee, the arrangements under 
which India now defrays a moiety of the net cost of the China service, 
after deducting the postal receipts, will not, under the proposed ar- 
rangement, be equitable as regards that Government, and should be 
modi 


« A8 REGARDS THE TELEGRAPHIC QUESTION. 

“1, That, having regard to the magnitude of the interests, political, 
commercial, and social, involved in the connection between this country 
and India, it isnot expedient that the means of intercommunication by 
telegraph should be dependent upon any single line, or any single system 
of wires, in the hands of several foreign Governments, and under several 
distinct responsibilities, however well such services may be conducted as a 
whole in time of peace. 

“2. That the establishment of separate lines, entirely or partially inde- 

ndent of the present line through Turkey, is therefore desirable; and, 
in that view, that means should be taken for improving the condition and 
facilitating the use of the lines of telegraph which connect the Persian 
system with Europe, by way of the Georgian lines of the Russian 

jovernment, and for bringing, if possible, withia the Turkish convention 
the line recently established through Syria for connecting Alexandria with 
the main line to India at Diarbekir. 

“3. That, with the view to better sccurity against accident in time to 
come, the communication by way of the Berian Gulf should be doubled, 
either by the laying of a second submarine cable or by continuing the land 
line from Kurrachee and Gwadel to Bunder Abbas, and thence, under 
arrangements with the Government of Persia, to Ispahan, by way of Ker- 
man and Yezd. 

“4, That a proposition made to your committee for the establishment 
of a direct communication between Alexardria and Bombay, by way of 
Aden, on the principle of a line practically under one management and 
responsibility, between London and the Indian Presidencies in the first 
instance, aud afterwards with China and tbe Australian colonies, is 
deserving of serious consideration, and such reasonable support as the in- 
fluence of Her Majesty's Government may beable to bring to its aid. 

“5, That, considering the great outlay of guaranteed railway capital al- 
ready incurred in the establishment of the telegraph on the several lines 
of railway in India, it is expedient that means should be taken for afford- 
ing the public the utmost benefit attainable from that expenditure, either 
by the Government of India sanctioning the use of the wires of the com- 
panies by a public company willing to rent the privilege on equitable 
terms, or by such an organisation of the several independent companies 
as will establish a unity of system, and bring the use of the lines fairly 
within the reach of the public. 

“6. That the magnitude of the interests involved in the trade of this 
country with China and Australia, and the rapidly- increasing development 
of the colonies in population, in commerce, and in the various elements 
of national greatness, render it desirable that arrangements should be made 
to bring these communities within the reach of telegraphic communication 
with Europe.” 


THE HONG KONG DOLLAR. 

Tue community at Hong Kong interested in the new coin- 
age will be glad to hear that a more powerful press than any 
in his possession is about to be shipped to Cuptain Kryper for 
the use of the Royal Mint. As tho “weakness” complained 
of in the appearance of the dollars issued at Hong Kong at 
the commencement of operations was due in part to the defec- 
tive power in the presses employed, a nearer approach to the 
specimens struck at Tower Hill may be anticipated as soon as 
the new machinery comes into play. As to milling, the spe- 
¢imens struck here wero with a plain edge, this being the inva- 
rieble rule for “proofs.” A difficulty has always attended the 
outer milling of large silver coin, interfering as the process 
does with the liberation of the coin, and thus checking the 
rapidity with which it might be otherwise produced, Thus it 
was abandoned in the crown piece. It is evident, however, 
that to prevent the exterior rim of the Hong Kong dollar from 
being tampered with, necessitates either milling or lettering, and 
either to be effectual should approach very near perfection, 
When so much difficulty has been encountered in correct 
milling, it is easy to conceive how much more serious would 
be the task of lettering—tho method proposed by Captain 
Kuper, and which he considers would defy manual imitation. 
Lettering would certainly interfere with the rapidity with which 
the coin could be worked off, but the compeusation could be 
found in additional presses aud an increased number of 
employés. It was not to be assumed that the Hong Kong 
Mint would at the outset rival the production of Tower Hill, 
even with the same die. In respect to ornamentation, the 
borders of the dollar represent a design largely entering into 
Chinese designs ; but however elaborate the surface might have 
been rendered, this would have afforded little protection, for it 
is the cutting the coin in two that has to be guarded against. 
Captain Kinper’s communication to the Treasury and Mint 
authorities will doubtless lead to all requisite steps being taken 
to rectify any deficiency in the Hong Kong coinage, more espe- 





= 
cially as on its integrity depends the range of its circulation, 
and the facilities it can afford in the East to trading and com- 
mercial transactions. We are satisfied the machinery of the 
Royal Mint at Hong Kong should have been entrusted with 
experimental work for a longer period before any coin was 
issued, so as to have rendered it more creditable to British art. 
But the very anxicty of the public to be in possession of the 
new coinage has evidently caused Captain Kinpzr to yield, 
when his judgment would have been in favour of a postpone- 
ment. The Hong Kong Council, too, are anxious to secure at 
the earliest period any profits derivable from seigniorage ; but 
the extent of profit, if any, must be largely determined by the 
excellence of the coin, 





CEYLON PLANTING INTERESTS, 

Ta increasing attention now being paid in Ceylon to the 
reduction of the expenditure on estates, the improved organisa- 
tion as to the employment of native labour of a superior and 
sufficient character, satisfy us that in the future none of the 
elements of success will be overlooked. If there is one 
nfluence that more than any other has turned aside British 
capital from Ceylon it has been tke apprehension of insufficient 
hands, or of labour intermittently supplied, Planters are 
beginning to discover that they have the remedy in their 
own hands, not by any excessive ‘outlay, but by 8 just 
treatment of coolies ; whilst as to outlay for wages, it is evident 
that it must be materially decreased, apart from the effect of 
competition, by a proper system of registration, and by aid of 
the law for the enforcement of contracts. We are not surprised 
to see coolies flocking to ¥ the land of rupees,” and, although. 
labour in Ceylon is never likely to become a drug, an available 
surplus is always desirable to guard against unwarrantable 
exactions as well as the capricious dispersion of hands, 





CEYLON PRODUCE. 

Tr could not be otherwiso than that Ceylon coffee should 
share in the depreciation common to all descriptions of stock 
during a period of panic increased in its intensity by a foreign 
war. Although the rate of discount is maintained at 10 per 
cent., the effect of a less stringent money market is witnessed 
in the rise of Colonial produce generally, and in our next issue 
we anticipate being able to report a considerable improvement. 
in prices, Although the amount of Ceylon coffee consumed 
at home holds but an inconsiderable proportion to that con- 
sumed on the Continent, the effect of buyers in our market 
has a stimulating influence on the prices of this article. 
The war promises to be shortly closed, and with peace our 
continental trade may be expected rapidly to assume its accus- 
tomed proportions, 


THE STRAITS TRANSFER. 

Tue Bill for the transfer of the Straits Settlements has 

passed through all its stages in the House of Commons, and

Mr, Henry Rerrer's Tables for Calculating Evchanges be- 
tocen England, India, and China, in Sterling, Rupees, and Dollars 
have reached a Ninth Edition, revised and enlarged.

NOTES FROM PARIS. 


‘The transport Ardecke has left Toulon for Alexandria with 1,400 per- 
‘sons on board, consisting principally of eight companies of marines and 
250 sailors for Cochin China, where revolutionary attempts are said to 
have been made against the French authorities, together with 300 tons of 
materials of war. The report afloat is tbat the Imperial Government in- 
ends to take possession of the three Annamite Provinces of Lower Cochin 
China, whence all the difficulties proceed. The Toulon papers declare 
‘that nothing is heard in that port of any such insurrection, or of any de~ 
mands for reinforcements by Admiral de La Grandiere, but it is ditficult 
to conceive that, unless some pressing necessity existed, the present season 
should be chosen for such an expedition. The heat in the Red Sea is 
said to be excessive; the Orne, bringing a number of passengers from 
Saigon, has suffered terribly, typhus having broken out on board the ship, 
giving ive to the mot serious ‘spprebensions. Under any circumstances 

¢ 1,400 persons going out in the Ardeche are to be pitied. We have 
just heard that the Ardeche departed without waiting for certain passengers 
‘and a quantity of baggage which were behind time, a ‘pretty yood proof 
that the expedition is the result of a pressing demand. 

A Chinese collection has just been openedin the Lonore ; the number 
of objects amounts to ten thousand, and the exhibition is said 10 be one 
‘of the most complete of its kind ever seen in Europe. 

‘The flags of China, Japan, Tur 1d Morocco are now flying over 
those portions of the International Exhibition reserved for these countries, 
‘The setting up of the flags was performed officially by representatives of 
the Imperial, Commission, Baron Jules de Lesseps, Commissioner for 
Tunis, Morocco, {and Japan; the Marquis de Hervey de St. Denis, the 
Barons de Mériteus and Girette, Chinese Commissioners; and MM. 
Fleury-Herard, Erlanger, and Gréhan, Commissioners for Japan, Tunis, 
and Siam, The predominance of yellow in the bunting makes a brilliant 
exhibition. ‘ 

Japan, we are told, is about to be endowed with a Franco-Japanese 

ik, having a capital equal to six millions sterling, two-thirds of which 
are to be raised in France and the rest in Japan. 

‘The breeding of silk worms in the gardens of the Acclimatisation Society, 
in the Bois de Boulogne, is just terminating for the season, and no sign of 
‘the prevailing epidemic is said to have appeared. The eggs produced in 
the garden by Japanese insects have succeeded much better than those 
dmported from Japan this year. The cocoons are decidedly finer, which 
would seem to prove that the climate of France is peculiarly suited for 
‘these insects, though it must not be forgotten that the extreme care with 
which the breeding is conducted in the gardens may have been a part cause 
‘of this successful result. The importance of the fact, on the other hand, 
is increased by another, namely, that the French insects which were bred 
side by side with those of Japan and other varieties have not succeeded 
nearly so well as those derived from Japan. The produce of the season 
is now being wound off in the presence of the public, and we shall 
probably have some more definite information regarding the yield in a 
short time. 

Matters seem decidedly improving at Lyons; a month ago the quantity 
of raw silk taken by the manufacturers was little more than a quarter of 
what was taken during the corresponding week of 1863, the price of 
cocoons was falling, atid business was becoming worse every day—the 
stagnation seemed hopeless. But when things come to the worst they 
needs must mend, says the old proverb, which, in the present case, has 
proved true, for although the warstill goes on and the hopes of immediate 
peace seem terribly deferred, the Lyons markets have recovered in an 
extraordinary manner. Prices have recovered themselves; the quantity 
‘of raw silk demanded last week was nearly double that of the same week 
dast year, and some manufactured articles have risen more than once in 

rice. Lyons exhibits a decided tendency towards improvement, and a 

jurther improvement is predicted for the present week. The truth may 
be that the manufacturers and merchants could hold out no longer, and 
determined to try and create activity. Auother hypothesis may be 
risked, namely, that the difficulties of Austria and Italy may turn to the 
advantage of the French silk trade. There is, they say, no evil without 
‘its compensation,

‘The court martial at Portsmouth upon the captain and officers of Her 
Majesty's ship Amazon (for sinking the Osprey, as reported in our last) 
was concluded on the 21st. Commander Hunter was honourably ac- 
quitted, and the President returned him his sword in the most compli- 
mentary manner. The Court ascribed the collision to a grave error of 
judgment on the part of Sub-Lieutenant Loveridge, the officer of the 
wateb, in having the helm put to starboard and not to port, according to 
the regulations, and sentenced that officer to be dismissed the service, at 
the same time recommending him to mercy. The exertions of the officers 
and crew to save life after the collision were the subject of warm panegyric 
on the part of the Court. 

The new Lords of the Admiralty are working most industriously, and 
we believe that before the present session of Parliament closes the House 
of Commons will be called upon to vote money to enable their lordships 
to commence the construction of at least four additional iron turret-ships, 
of not less than 4,000 tons each. 

The Secretary of State for India will announce in a few days the steps 
to be taken with respect to the long-pending question of the grievances of 
the officers of the old Indian army.

CELESTIAL BUTTONS. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

When the Chinese Mission, which has now left forthe Continent, was in 
the House of Commons—not on the day which the papers erroneously men- 
tioned, but on that when Mr. Mill, a sort of minor Mencius, complimented 
the Tory equires on their justifiable ignorance of his books,—Pin, the 
head of it, remarked, regarding some member who was speaking with 
more energy and vehemence than usual, “ But is he speaking sense?” It 
is quite evident that no one but a stranger to our public logomachies would 
ever have thought of putting such a question, or of imagining that sense 
was at all necessary in the House; but a suspicion of the truth seems to 
have come across Ta-Jin's mind. | And it may be noted generally that, 
though they said very little on the subject, the impression left by our ma- 
terial civilisation on the minds of the members of the mission was by no 
means one of overwhelming admiration, In so short a space of time 
brought in contact with so much that was imposing, magnificent, and to 
them new, it might have been expected that they would succumb ; but 
they did not. Was this simply Chinese impassive pride—the spirit of the 
Cantonese, who, when a steamer was first pointed out to him by an 
exultant foreigner, said, «« Hab got allo same up Peking; or was ithe in- 
sight of intellizent men? It would be diflicult to say, even if we had perusal 
of the notes which Pin took every night, and in which he probably re- 
corded only the outward appearance of what he had seen, Few people 
are content with things as they are, and a rumour has risen lately that this 
elderly and long-headed mandarin is something more than he assumes—is 
no less than a brother of the late Emperor Hienfung! It unfortunately 
happens for this pleasing theory that Pin is very well known to foreigners 
in China, and has long been associated with the Maritime Customs, 
There is a “ Red Book ” published periodically at Peking, giving the rank 
and occupations of the officials that we loosely call“ Mandarins,” a word 
not of Chinese origin, but from the Portuguese mandar, ‘* to command,” 
and, as we use it, having no proper equivalent in Chinese, In this Red 
Book Pin appears as a mandarin of the third class, and he wears a trans 
sparent blue bution as the insignia of that class. There is another divi- 
sion into literary, civil, and military mandarins ; but as regards rank the 
arrangement is into nine classes, of which the first two have red buttons 
of different descriptions, the next two blue ones, and the remainder glass 
or gilt ones. Of the lowest class of all there is a subdivision who bear 
the title of “not yet entered the stream.” If we applied this system to 
England it may be roughly said that the Premier, the Lord Chancellor, 
andthe Foreign Secretary would be found wearing ruby buttons of the 
first Class, the other Cabinet Ministers would have red coral ones, and on 
the caps of the Under Secretaries of State would be seen sapphires like 
that borne by The title Ta-Jin, h the head of the Mission 
bears, and which has generally been mistaken for a portion of his name, 
literally means “ great man,” and is best, but stiil very inadequately tran 
slated by “ your excellency.” 

‘Lhe mission has had every opportunity of seeing things in this country, 
and now on the Continent it may, if so disposed, have some estimate of the 
enormous armaments which European nations can bring into the field—are 
maments which,compared with anything that China can now produce, or is 
likely to produce for a couple of centuries, are as the power of a tiger before 
that of a kitten, But the Chinese have now no need to be practically in- 
structed in the foree of England ot of any other great country. They, that is 
the Government, know also that their true security lies in our sense of 
justice, and still more in the fact that all our interests are opposed to attack= 
ing them without just and cogent cause. When one of the Japanese 
Ministers was witnessing a review of troops here he was heard to exclaim, 
“It is a long way to Yokchama,” being probably mentally engaged in 
balancing the length of the way against the elliciency of the troops. Sc, 
in like manner, the Chinese know that it isa long way from hereto Peking. 
Their real danger is from Russia, whose Siberian domains impinge apon 
their territory, and who has already taken such large slices from the north- 
ern frontier of the Celestial Empire. But if the Chinese do not require 
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i nstroction in these matters, will this mission seocmmp isn no good? That 
it will not effect anything in making the Chinese less Chinese and more 
English we deem certain, Even in the most favourable circumstances 
their contact with foreigners has bad no effect upon them, except perhaps 
in abating their contempt for us; and this is very doubtful, for much on 
which we pride ourselves they regard as no better than the civilization of 
the London cabby who inquired of the missionary regardi ‘the Chinese, 
“ Are they a civilised like people, sir ? do they take their gin of a momn- 
ing?" The real question is whether this mission will be followed by a 
more formal one, and then by one to be permanently settled in London. 
OF this we should say there is little doubt, 






HOLLAND. 
FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerDaM, Juty 17. 

Again a week has elapsed without our Parliament being called 
together ; our home politics have come to an extraordinary 
standstill. Tho leading papers ure occupied in discussing the 
probablo duration of the existing Cabinet, and their conjectural 
comments go so far as to predict that the Minister for the 
Home-Department, Mr. Heemskerk, will resign, as a conces- 
sion to the anti-revolutiouary party. I need not say that 
this hypothesis springs from the dearth of news, but as it is 
very probable that this unfounded rumour will reach Java, it is 
necessary to contradict it. 

The King has again started for his seat “ Het Loo,” but now 
without the Royal family. 

Vice-Admiral May died suddenly on his way from Wiesbaden 
to the Hague. It is not possible that this vacant placo will 
soon be jfilled, because a general promotion willjtake place 
amongst our naval officers. 

Rorrerpam, Juty 24. 

‘We learn that at last the Second Chamber of the States 
General is to meet on the Ist of August, when the East India 
budget will be at once discussed. It is not probable that the 
House will have any other Bill submitted to their consideration, 
and it is generally thought the ecssion will be closed about the 
middle of the month and the new session be opened, as 
usual, on the first Monday in September. Again it has been 
widely rumoured that a difference exists between the Minister 
of the Colonies, Mr. Myer, and Mr. Ileemskerk, who remains at 
the head of the Home Department. The Liberal papers are 
apparently of opinion that a ministerial crisis will ensue, and 
that Mr. Heemskerk—who represents the Liberal element in 
this Cabinet—will bo sacrificed to the anti-revolutionary or 
orthodox party. Nothing, however, can be yet said with any 
authority in reference to this rumour. 

The question whether our Government is of opinion that the 
German Diet is dissolved by the existing war between Austria 
and Prussia still preoccupies our papers. According to the 
Handelsblad our representative at Frankfort has declared that 
he will not follow the Diet to Augsburg, but that it was not to 
be concluded from this refusal that his Government was of 
opinion that the Diet was dissolved. Our official paper, the 
Staats Courant, declared that this statement had no foundation. 
I need not say that it would have been better for our Govern- 
ment to have published the declaration made by our represen- 
tative, instead of now making known what was not said. The 
greatest uncertainty exists on this important question, 

The Minister of the Home Department has taken the excel- 
lent resolution of reducing the price of the parliamentary, 
reports to six florins per annum. At the same time he has 
‘ordered that official documents, laws, reports, appointments, 
&c., may be published by the press upon unstamped paper, We 
hope that this will be a first step towards the press being free 
of the stamp duty, which, without any doubt, is atax upon 
intelligence, 

According to the Staats Courant a protocol was signed on the 
Ath of July at Paris, by the representatives of the Netherlands, 
England, and Belgium, by which the term fixed by Art. 3. of 
the International Regulations for the sugar duties was prolonged 
for three months. 

Your ‘readers in India will remember how much sensation 
was created, both here and in our colonies, whon Money's book, 
“ How to Manage a Colony,” was published. This was chiefly 
caused by the figures exhibiting the revenues and expenditure 
in India, which were furnisbed to him by our Government, and 
which showed an unfavourable difference of 114,500,000 
guilders, when compared with the amount returned here. Of 
course the Liberal party accused the Conservative Government, 
and our Tories endeavoured in vain to clear themselves of this 
impeachmout. Mr. Myer at once interrogated Mr. Fransen van 
de Putte on this question, and asked him if he had not found 





les picces justificatives, but all the Minister of the Colonies 
answered was— Please, come yourselves into my department 
and seck what you wish to find; I have sought, but I cannot 
find them!” Mr. Myer, who has succeeded Mr. Fransen van 
de Putte, has sought, and seems to have found, what he wanted. 
He has laid before the House a cartload of parliamentary 
papers to justify the former Conservative Administration. 

Messrs. J. I.. Kuinders and C. Otshoorn, the well-known architects, 
who built the Crystal Palace at Acosterdaan, have now asked for the conces- 
sion for building a pricipal street in the capital besides acite ouvriere. 
This street, .,225 yards in length and 20 Stead will run from the centre 
(de dam) to the extreme end of the town (de plantaadje). The cost of 
the street, which will be for Amsterdam what Regent-street is to London, 
Rue de Rivoli to Paris, and the Prater to Vienna, will amount to 
4,541,000 Qorins. ‘The capital wanted will be at once furnished by one 
of our most influential financial establishments. It is generally under- 
stood that the concession will be speedily granted. 

Our corn merchants are trying energetically to effect a modification 
system of that trade. Till now corn has been sold by measure, 
is proposed that henceforward the sale shall be by weight. 1 have 
reason to believe that this modification will take effect. Likewise our 
swornbrokers will disappear sooner or later. The Council of Rotterdam 
has sent in an address to the Government urging that our Commercial 
Code must be moilitied, so that the broker's business is to be open to free 
competition, and that the appointment of sworbrokers by the town 
councils gives no security at all to trade. The Chambers of Commerce 
are inclined to favour both alterations. 

The National Exhibition, which is opened in the Crystal Palace at 
Amsterdam, sutfers much from the Preveot sanitary and monetary condition 
of the country. A financial crisis still prevails, though not 60 seriously, 
and trade is somewhat revived. Our sanitary condition, however, becomes 
daily worse, and the cholera has‘attacked nearly every community through- 
out the country. Fifty-five to sixty per cent. of the cases still prove fatal. 
Unwholesome water for drinking and culinary use is considered to be one 
cause ofthe epidemic, and theretore our Government has appointed a Royal 
Commission to examine the water used for drinking in different places, and 
to propose measures for providing an unobjectionable supply of that great 
necessary of life. It is more than probable that extensive waterworks 
will be constructed by the Government, since private exertions have not 
proved successful in this respect. Both at fe Hague and Rotterdam 
endeavours to construct reservoirs, as private undertakings, failed. 

His Majesty is still at his seat “et Loo,” where he makes, in company 
of some officers, experiments with breech-loaders. The press energetically 
insists that our army must be provided without delay with this gun, 

‘Mr. J. F, Happenbrouwera, the, well-known peintre artist, died suddenly 
at the Hague, aged 47. 

His Majesty's screw steamers, Leeuwarden and Java, have been ordered 
to start for the East Indies on the 16th of August.

THE HANSEA'TIC TOWNS. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hanocre, July 23. 

About twenty years ago the merchants and shipowners of 
Bremen found that the Wescr was silting up so fast that vessels 
of large tonnage were no longer able to come up to that city 
without discharging a great portion of their cargo into lighters, 
an operation accompanied by considerable risk, delay, and ex- 
pense. They therefore entered into negotiations with the late 
King of Hanover, and succeeded in persuading him to cede to 
them a small strip of useless marshy land on the right bank of 
the Weser, and about thirty miles lower down, on which to 
found a dock and warehouses for the accommodation of the 
trade and shipping of the port. This is the origin of Bremer- 
haven, which has become a great success, and has grown into a 
lively and flourishing seaport with about ten thousand inhabi- 
tants, and of the utmost importance for Bremen, where the 
larger class of vessels trading with Transatlautic countries can 
discharge and load their,cargoes with perfect safety, in a capa- 
cious floating dock, with plenty of water outside in the river, 
and approachable at all times of the tide for ships of even 
3,000 tons, 

On witnessing the unparalleled quick development of Bre- 
merhaven Hanover appears to have repented of tne bargain 
when too late; but in orderto make up in some degree for her 
mistake in ceding this bit of land to Bremen, she determined 
at all events to enter into competition by the foundation of a 
similar port with even still greater facilitics. ‘This has been 
carried into effect by the Hanoverian Government at an cnormous 
expense, the floating dock covering an area of more than a 
hundred acres, the dock gates being 74ft. wide, and consequently 
able to admit any ship afloat, except perhaps the Great Eastern, 
whilst the basin itself is surrounded by noble quays, with mas- 
sive warchouses and cellarage of great extent: A little river, 
called the Geeste, falls into the Weser, and forms the southern 
frontier of Bremerhaven ; whilst the new establishment—called 
Geestemunde, or the mouth of the Geeste—is placed on the 
opposite or south side of that river, but on the same side of the 
Weser, and therefore nearer to Bremen. To encourage and 
facilitate the communication with the new pet port, Hanover 
further constructed a railway from Bremen to Geestemunde, 
which stopped there ; and it was only after tedious negotiations 
anda delay of many years that Bremen was cnabled to obtain 
@ concession from Hanover, under very onerous and disadvan- 
tagcous conditions, to build a railway bridge over the Gceste, 
at a considerable distance from its mouth, and lay down an ex- 
tension line to Bremerhaven, the works being constructed at the 
sole expense of Bremen, but a certain part of the revenue de- 
rived to be paid over to Hanover. 

But now Hanover’s dreams of ruining her rival and drawing 
all the trade of the Weser to Geestemunde are suddenly and 
unpleasantly dispelled by the greedy rapaciousness of Prussia ; 
for as the works in question were all made by the Hanoverian 
Government, and that kingdom has been conquored by Prussia, 
that latter Power has declared it to be Prussian State property 
and an admirable spot for the establishment of a naval port 
and arsenal, allready made and to hand, without waiting 
any long years for its construction. Your readers are no doubt 
aware that Prussia has long coveted a naval port on the North 
Sea, and some yenrs ago actually bought for that purpose a 
couple of square miles of unfathomable mud on the coast from 
the Grand Duke of Oldenburg, where ever since she has been 
spending annually a couple of millions of dollars with the vain 
intention of making it into a naval port. Prussia must there- 
fore secretly or openly exult in the lucky chance that threw 
this ready-made harbour and port of Gcestemunde into her 
hands, To make it all doubly safe a treaty has been con- 
cluded with the Provisional Government of Hanover for the 
cession of the place in due form, and since my last letter 
commissioners of the two Governments have been sent down 
to Geestemunde for the formal transfer of the property, which 
ended by hauling down the Hanoverian flag aud hoisting the 
Prussian eagle, 


The Hamburg Contingent is now mobilised, and, after being 
inspected by the authorities of the Military Department, left 
this city yesterday by special train for Cassel, whence they will 
be forwarded to Frankfort, which is now in the hands of the 
Prussians, the Rump Diet having retired for the present to 
Augsburg. 

Mr. G. H. Siemssen, the eminent China merchant of this 
city, has been appointed member of the Finance Department by 
the combined election on the part of the Senate and the 
Burgerschaft.

THE INDIAN BUDGET. 


(THE TIMES.) 

Lord Cranborne, the new Secretary of State for India, introduced the 
Indian Finance Statement on the 19th inst. ‘The past year produced a 
small surplus, instead of the deficiency which had been anticipated. The 
gross revenue for the year 1865-6 was £47,041,000, and the gross ex- 
penditure £47,021,000. These sums show a surplus of £20,000, which is 
no doubt small enough, but is better than the deficiency calculated in the 

revious year. It must be remembered, also, that these figures are not to 
Ee accepted as absolutely conclusive ; they are, as Lord Cranborne said 
yesterday, partly fact and partly estimate, and the final statement next year 
may be expected, like its predecessors, to show a somewhat larger balance 
than the present corrected estimates, "As it is, however, 1869-6 is very 
much better than 18645, which has finally ended ina deficiency of 
£193,000 instead of an estimated surplus of £823,000. The variation 
between estimate and result, which in 1864-5 was more than a million to 
the disadvantage of the Indian Exchequer, and in 1865-6 was almost the 
same sum on the other side, was in cach case attributable to the fluctuations 
in the opium revenue. Mr. Laing scems to be of opinion that such fluc- 
tuations are accidental, and that the revenue from opium can be relied 
upon as much as our spirit duties, but the comparison is not quite exact. 
‘Tho opium revenue is more like the excise duty on malt, varying, as that 
does, not only with variations of demand for intoxicating materials, but 
with the more rapid variations of scasons and of harvest. Opium con- 
tinues to be consumed as much as beer, but a bad crop of the epium plant 
affects the revenue like a bad barley harvest, The fluctuations in the last 
two years are, however, to be attribnted in part to some experiments made 
by Sir Charles Trevelyan on the effect of reducing the acreage under culti- 
vation which are not likely to be repeated. In 1865 the opium revenue 
was £8,638,000, against £7,961,000 in the previous year. The good success 
of last year seems to have emboldened Mr. Massey to face anuther twelve- 
month with an estimated deficiency. The total revenue of 1866-7 is 
calculated at £47,321,000, and the total expenditure at £47,393,800 ; but, 
as the opium revenue is taken at nearly the sameas the produce of 1865 6 
—an amount almost, if not quite, unexampled in the previous financial 
history of India—it would be rash to assume that the deficiency of £72,800 
will “be converted into a surplus as the year progresses. The 
land and forest revenue is estimated at £20,668,000,—an increase 
of £188,000 on the amount received in 1865-6, which was itself 
a gain of £41,000 on the preceding year. The land revenue is thus 
rising, but very slowly, and the slowness of its increase is the characteristic 
of Indian Finance which ought to excite the greatest attention. It 
forms nearly one-half of the whole revenue, and upon it depends the 
stability of the Indian Exchequer. It is obtained entirely from the rent 
of land, and while the rise of prices in India compels the Government 
to inerease the scale of its expenditure, the land or rent revenue, which 
ought to correspond most sensitively to the rise of prices, is nearly stationary. 
It has barely risen in the recent years of India’s prosperity, and we may 
not unreasonably anticipate some decline in the future. ‘he Custom’s 
revenue is estimated at £2,413,000—an increase of £29,000 on 1865-6, 
To 185 before Mr. Wilson went to India, the Customs’ duties were 5 
per cent. ad valorem, and their produce was £1.987,417 ; in 1865-6 they 
were 7) per cent., and the’ produce £2,384,000. An increase in duties 
to the extent of 50 per cent. has produced an increase of revenue of only 
14 percent. and Lord Cranborne draws the deduction that a financier 
cannot in India rely, as in England, upon the elasticity of the Customs? 
revenue. The true conclusion is, however, exactly the other way, and 

















the increase of revenue lagging behind the increase in the rate of duty of 
India teaches the same lesson that a diminution of revenue less in pro- 
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tion than the diminution in the rate of duty does on England. The 
Pires Lord Cranborne quotes prove that there is the same elasticity in 
Customs’ revenue in the one country as in the other, and that it would 
be expedient at the first opportunity to reduce the existing Customs’ Duties. 
‘The most satisfactory item in the Indian receipts is the sum accruing from 

ublic works, which last year amounted to £1,016,009, against £588,000 
in 1864-5—an increase which is expected to be maintained in the current 
twelve months. 

‘The revenue from public works is the best justification of the large sums 
annually spent upon them, which are estimated to amount in }SU6-7 to 
$6,395,000. Out of this total Lord Cranborne believes that £5,000,000 
may be set down as capital expenditure, the rest being absorbed in repairs 
‘and maintenance of existing works. This sum is a much larger propor- 
tion of rental, as Lord Cranborne says, than any English landlord would 
deem it necessary to lay out on the improvement of his estate; but the 
analogy between an English landlord and the English Government in India 
is very imperfect. The improvements which are required in the Peninsula 
are colosssl works of irrigation and road-making which no individual 
tenants could attempt, and the Government assumes the burden of these 
not only as the supreme landlord, but as the representative of the joint- 
stock enterprise of the community. It is satisfactory to find that our out- 
Jay is not always unproductive. In spite of the criticisms of Mr. Smollett, 
there is the beat reason for believing in the remunerative character of the 
irrigation works executed in the Madras Presidency, and the utility of 
the expenditure on railways is shown by the fact that, though still incom- 
pee and undeveloped, the balance of guaranteed interest over profit has 

fallen in one year from more than amillion to £593,300. We may hopethat 
there will soon be # sufficient surplus of proit to repay past arrears of 
interest. 

Past experience would justify the adoption of the advice given by Mr. 
Laing last night, and endorsed by later speakers, to increase the amount 
‘spent on public works in India, large as it is at present, if we did not re- 
member that the same man who would be called upon to bear the burden 
of the expenditure could not be insured his share when it became re- 
munerative. The first duty of an Indian financier at present is not so 
much to devise ways of expending money as juster ways of obtaining it. 
‘The bulk of the revenue is derived from the land tax, opium, the Customs, 
Excise, and the salt duties. The land tax being, in fact, the rent of land, 

resses unequally upon no class, but all the other branches of revenue are 
by contributions taken from the poorest ryot, out of all proportion to 

his means, and the richer classes in India almost escape their share of the 
common burden, It is impossible not to see the impropriety of main- 
ing @ fiscal system so unequal in its incidence, and the precipitation of 
Sir Charles Trevelyan in abandoning the income-tax, becomes every year 
more deplorable. ‘The tax was far from perfect—indeed, it was more 
imperfect in India than it is here—but it did extract some contributions, 
however small, from the wealthier natives, and it was incumbent on any 
‘one who abolished it to provide some engine of taxation securing the same 
results in a manner open to less objection. If Lord Cranborne desires 
to make the administration he has begun with such fair promise beneficial 
in a lasting way to the interests of India he will attempt to retrieve the 
error of Sir Charles Trevelyan by revising the system of Indian taxation.

East Inpta Ratways,—The annual report of Mr. Juland Danvers, 
the Government director of Indian Railways, has just been issued. From 
this it appears that the length of line open was increased during the past 
‘twelve months from 2,945 to 3,332 miles by the addition of 116 miles to 
the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, 40 to the Madras, and 244 to the 
East Indian, and the opening of the Punjab line between Lahore and 
Mooltan, 208 miles. ‘The year will be memorable in the railway history 
of India as that in which an uninterrupted traffic was first established betwen 
Calcutta and Delhi—a distance of 1,02) miles, which can now be traversed 
in thirty-seven hours, and which only ten years ago usually occupied as 
many days. The communication between Calcutta and Bombay and be- 
tween Bombay and Madras is not expected to be completed till about the 
beginning of 1869. Of the whole extent of 4,944 miles of railway 
authorised in India, 3,332, or about two-thirds, have been opened for 
tralfic. Of these only about 250 are at present made with a double line, 
but the increase of business is such as to demand an immediate increase in 
the double system. The Chord Line of the East Indian Railway, con- 
necting Burdwan and Luckieserai, has been let under contract to Messrs. 
Brassey, Wythes, and Perry. Its length from Barrakur, to which place 

¢ railway is now open, is 123 miles, and it is to be made with a double 
Tine of rails at once. There is also a branch of 24 miles to the coal fields, 
to be constructed with a single line. The contract price is about £8,500 
per mile, exclusive of permanent way and rolling stock, which, with con- 
tingencies, will probably bring the cost to £14,000 a mile, or about 
£2,000,000 for the whole. The total number of shareholders in Indian 
is 82,109, of which 31,347 are in England, and only 762 in Indi: 
‘Thus, contrary to the expectations of the East India Company at the time 
when these enterprises were started, the Indian investors, native and Euro- 
pean, amount only to about 2 per cent. of the whole. With regard to the 
persons employed on the lines, it may, it is said, be assumed that for 
some time to come the number of Europeans will increase with the in- 
crease of open lines and of traffic. Measures are, however, taken to train 
the natives and Indian born so as to become qualified for situations which 
hitherto have been filled almost exclusively by European mechanics. On 
the Great Indian Peninsula Railway two or three natives have already 
been employed as engine-drivers. Under the advice of Dr. Brinton, 

eat care is taken not to send out any Europeans of intemperate habits. 
The total expenditure on Indian railways has been £60,645,000, and the 
estimated expenditure for the current year £6,800,000—a larger sum than 
for several years past. is owingto the vigorous efforts now being 
made to complete the works on the !ines in course of construction, and 
































to the large supplies of locomotive engines fand rolling stock required to 
equip the open lines. The balance now in the Government Treasury to- 
wards meeting this expenditure of £6,800,000 is only about £220,000. 
In addition to the amount required for this year's expenditure, the sum of 
£1,000,000, Which the Government has been obliged to advance to some of 
the companies, will have to be raised during the year. The sum which it is 
now estimated will be expended on the undertakings as at present sanc- 
tioned is upwards of £81,000,000, being £4,000,000 in excess of last 
year’s estimate. This is accounted for by the construction of a much 
larger extent of double line than was then expected to be necessary, by 
the additional length to certain lines, and by the greater number of 
engines, carriages, trucks, &c., required to equip the open lines, in order 
to provide tor the rapidly increasing traffic. 

Svppcy or Gas To Coromuo.—An advertisement has appeared in The 
Times that the Municipal Council of Colombo have given notice that they 
are prepared to entertain proposals, estimates, and tenders for lighting the 
town of Colombo with gas. ‘The Municipality will guarantee a consump- 
tion of gas sufficient for the supply of six hundred street lamps, at the rate 
of thirty cubic feet each per night, in addition to such supply as may be 
necessary for public buildings. The population of the Municipality may 
be estimated at 55,000, and a highly remunerative field may be anticipated 
from private consumption, There are about thirty-three miles of streets. 
Proposals are to be addressed to Mr. J. Grenier the secretary of the Muni- 
cipal Council, but no contract will be entered into before the 21st July.

The Govern- 
ment of England has uniformly been distinguished by regard to maritime 
interests, and the past incompetence of engineers entrusted with the 
Basses job, the money already thrown into the sea, can be no justification 
for neglect of a really sound and practicable scheme for rendering more 























secure this portion of the highway of our Eastern commerce. 

Tue Great Russo-AMERICAN TRLEGRAPH.—The following account 
from San Francisco shows the progress of this undertaking, but according 
to the progress of our own cable it will be rather behind-band :—‘‘ The 
Western Union Telegraph Company's steamer Wright sailed on the 24th 
June for Petropaulowski and thence to Bebrings Straits and points on 
the Russian and American coasts. Colonel Charles Bulkley, engineer 
in charge of the Russian Telegraph Expedition, sailed in the Wright, 
accompanied by Count P. Anassoff, Commissiouer of the Russian 
Government to the Telegraph Company, and Thomas W. Knox, the au- 
thor and journalist, and formerly connected with the press. Count Anas- 
soff remains in Siberia to assist the telegraph enterprise, and will probably 
meet the Governor-General at the mouth of the Amoor river early in 
August. Colonel Kuox will accompany him to the Amoor, and proceed 
thence overland to St. Petersburg. The company's barks’ Clara Bell, 
Palmetto, Rogers, and Onward, have all gone to their various points of 
destination. ‘Ihe Golden Gate and Nightingale will sail as soon as the 
material they are waiting for arrives. 

Tue Faenca Fac in Java.—lt may be remembered that about a year 
ago a Convention was concluded between France and Holland, by which 
the French flag was assimilated to the Dutch in the navigation of Java. 
The expectation in France is that this will greatly increase the share of the 
French in that intercourse. There is much room for improvement, for, 
according to an official return just issued, in the year 1862, out of 5,773 
vessels of 804,195 tons which entered and left Java, the French flag only 
figured for 14 vessels and 6,102 tons ; the value of the goods carried out 
and in by them being not more than 5,790,000f. (£231,000) out of a to- 
tal of 376,943,000f. (more than £15,000,000). The share of England 
in the Java trade was, also, in 1862, though far more important than 
that of France, not what it might be made.

A motion has been heard before Vice-Chancellor Wood, on 
the part of the Bank of Hindustan and other holders of bills of 
exchange drawn by the Bombay City Bank upon the Bank of 
London (both of which have stopped payment), asking that a 
receiver may be appointed to receive all moneys arising from 
the said bills and other securities, which would otherwise be 
received by the official liquidator of the Bank of London. The 





aggregate amount of such bills is about £280,000, of which 
somewhat less than £50,000 are in the hands of the Bank of 
Hindustan, and the remaining portion aro held by tho other 
plaintiffs. ‘The motion was refused, on the ground that the 
interests of the creditors were already sufficiently protected, 
and there was therefore no reason to disturb the present 
arrangements.

Now thero is not a shadow of truth in this aspersion, and -we 
can only conclude that it was originated in the moment of 
anger, There have been no such insinuations in London, or 
indeed of any kind, against the integrity of the directors 
and officers of the bank. They are heavier sufferers themselves, 
not having sold out their large holdings of shares when the 
panic commenced. 

Tho shares of the India and China banks continue to be in- 
fluenced by the news from India and China. Although the 
shares have recovered from the very low prices to which they 
were forced they continue very sensitive, owing to the prevailing 
opinion that large losses must be incurred until the trado is 
again settled. Oriental advanced to £49, but are now at £46. 

The London Joint-Stock Bank (upon which the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank and the Asiatic draw) has held its meeting. 
The net profit realised during the half-year ending the 30th 
June amounts to £134,571, of which the sum of £108,000 is 
appropriated to the payment of the usual dividend, with a bonus 
of 11s. 3d. per share, being at the rate of 20 per cent. per 
annum on the paid-up capital, leaving an unappropriated 
balance of £26,571 to be carried forward to profit and loss new 
account, The guarantee fund, with the accrued interest, now 
amounts to £310,991. 

The report of the directors of the City Bank (upon ‘which the 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China draws), states the 
gross profit for the half-year ending June last at £81,505 33, 2d., 
including the amount brought forward from the previous ac- 
count. The usual dividend of 6 per cent. per annum and a 
bonus of 6s. per share, equal together to 12 per cent. per an- 
num, free of income tax, are recommended. It is announced 
that, owing to the depreciation of securities held in connection 
with estates in course of liquidation, some losses have been sus- 
tained, and that £19,961 16s, 2d. has been written off to 
mect them. 

‘Telegrams are reported to be in the City announcing several 
failures in China, and exchange at Shanghai to be down to 
5s,10d, Also that three mercantile failures had taken place 
in Colombo. Advices have been received of the departure of 
the following vessels from Foochow with new teas :—Ficry 
Cross, Ariel, Taeping, Taitsing, and Serica, 

The Northern Assam Tea Company have published a very 
elaborate report, showing tho progress of the undertaking, which, 
on the whole, appears to be satisfactory. The tea gardens are 
being gradually developed, new properties have been acquired, 
and there is every expectation of highly favourable results. On 
the subject of calls, the following is an extract from the report : 

“ The directors regret that the calls on the B shares should have been 
so heavy and frequent of late, but the necessity that has existed for meet- 
ing the company’s engagements has deprived the board of any option. A 
period of unprecedented financial pressure has materially deranged the 
monetary aflairs of the company, which, in ordinary times, would have 
been carried out in a manner less onerous to the shareholders. Hitherto 
the factories have been supplied with the necessary funds by drafts upon the 
Calcutta agents, who have, under marginal credits, drawn uponthe company 
in London at six months’ sight ; but, owing to the general derangement in 
financial affairs, especially in India, which has been greatly aggravated by 
the failure of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank, such bills are for the present 
quite unsaleable, and the directors found themselves suddenly called on, 
not only to provide for their acceptances, but to supply funds to be re- 
mitted to India to carry on the company’s operations, and save the season’s 
crop of tea; also to avoid any attachment on the gardens, which might 
possibly have been granted should the manager's drafts on Calcutta be re- 
turned unpaid, and he left without funds to meet them. The directors 
also regret they are unable at present to rerider any abstract profit and loss 
account for the past year, in consequence of the non-arrival of the greater 
Portion of the tea of season 1865. ‘The board finds that, in commou with 
all other tea companies, the great delay in getting the produce home pre-

Tra.-—The chief feature has been the arrival of some new teas over~ 
land, comprising Kaisows, and Pak Ling Congous, and Oolongs, whieh 
were placed on the market, and the Kaisows, being second-class teas, found 
buyers at from 2s. 2d. to 2s. 6d. per Ib., but the Pak Lings at present have 
not been sold, the importers holding for more than the buyers are willing 
to give, The Oolongs in half-chests were sold abont 2s. 4d. per 1b, Im 
Congous business generally has been too limited to give details as usual 5 
Dut prices for all kinds remain much as before. In fancy teas there has 
been but little done. Common to fair scented capers have sold to # 
moderate extent at former prices. Other kinds show no change. Orange 
Pekoes remain at about previous prices, with only a limited In 
uncoloured Japans there is nothing to report. Green teas have been only 
saleable in small parcels to the trade, the export orders being interfered 
with by the ‘Tariff Bill in New York and fluctuations in gold. Prices gene~ 
rally have ruled rather easier, but without any marked alteration. Indian 
‘Teas.—The public sales of the 17th inst. comprised 2,819 packages, of 
which 2,047 were sold. Prices ruled about 1d. to 2d. per Ib. dearer for 
the finer qualities, there being more competition than at the few previous 
sales. The commoner kinds were difficult of sale. The public sales 
which commenced on the 24th have gone at about previous prices. 
Another account of the new tea sale is as follows:—On the 18th somo 
3,000 chests and half-chests, and 2,000 boxes of the new season's teas 
from Foochow (per French mail steamer) were placed on the market, the 
trade generally showed no great disposition to purchase, though two 
parcels were settled at 2s. 2d. and 2s. 24d. the same night. The following 
days there was more competition, and prices ruled very irregularly, vary— 
ing from 2s, 2d. to 2s. 5d. per 1b, for the Kaisow sorts: four parcels of 
Pak Lings are still unsold, the merchant refusing the prices offered ; 23. 8d. 
was bid and refused for one break of boxes. Two parcels of Oolong sold 
at 2s. 8d. to 2s. Sd. per lb, The great characteristic of these teas is the 
strength and rough pungency in water, the leaf being uneven and broken. 
Judging from advices received from Foo-chow of the cost of this shipment 
the turnout must be very unsatisfactory to the importer ; and we traaé 
that it may be the cause of stopping this absurd practice of sending new 
teas per overland, as they arrive here when the country dealers hold plenty 
of old tea, and the trade generally is flat. 
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.k.—The resumption of business in Silk, alluded to in ourlast Mail Cir- 
cular, has been followed during the past fortnight by largetransactions at ad~ 
vancing prices. Now that peaceon the Continent appears a certainty, all he- 
sitation on the part of buyers is laid aside, and orders come freely from most 
of he European places of consumption. In Italy the advance in Silk has 
been very great, showing plainly that the result of the crop there this 
season has quite disappointed expectations. The great question now is the 
probable supply from China and Japan; that the total export this season 
is likely to be in excess of that of last year, nobody seems to doubt, but it 
very general opinion that shipments will be retarded by the financial 
derangement likely to result from the recent money panic here, and this 
hay helped to strengthen our market.

Her 
length between perpendiculars is 155 feet; breadth, extreme, 31 feet 6 
inches ; depth of hold, 19 feet 2 inches ; and register tonnage, 650 tons. 
She has been built by Mr. Walker, her owner, under the entire super- 
vision of Mr. B. Waymouth, surveyor of Lloyd's; classed A | fourteen 
years, and is one of a fleet which the firm intend to build for the China 
trade. ‘The frame of the ship is of double-angle iron, diagonally trussed, 
with extra angle and bulb iron stringers worked longitudinally on frames 
right fore and aft. ‘The vessel is entirely planked with teak. The bot~ 
tom double to under side of wales; the inner bottom being fastened to 
the frames with galvanized iron bolts, and the outer bottom being worked 
diagonally, and fastening to the inner bottom with pure copper bolts. A 
numerous and fashionable company were present to witness the ceremony, 
and the wife of Captain J. Milbank, the Commander, performed the 
ceremony of naming her Shun Lee. ‘The vessel loads for Hong Kong, 
and takes out Government stores,
